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Coalition  Calls  for  Tufts  Building  Moratorium, 
Proposes  More  Housing  and  Jobs  for  Chinatown

While  calling  on  Tufts  Uni¬ 
versity  to  agree  to  a  moratorium 
on  building  acquisitions  and 
construction  “until  a  satisfac¬ 
tory  planning  process  is  under¬ 
way,”  a  coalition  of  human 
service  agencies  recently  un¬ 
veiled  its  own  development  plan 
for  Chinatown.  The  coalition’s 
plan,  which  is  being  termed  a 
working  paper,  proposes  the 
creation  of  additional  housing 
units  and  job  opportunities  for 
Chinatown  residents. 

The  coalition  made  the  an¬ 
nouncements  May  2  at  the 
Quincy  Community  School  dur¬ 
ing  a  press  conference  and  later 
during  a  community  meeting 
that  drew  about  300  Chinatown 
residents  and  workers  and  a 
number  of  local  politicians.  The 
events  were  sponsored  by  the 
coalition  along  with  the  Chinese 
Consolidated  Benevolent  Asso¬ 
ciation  (CCBA). 

A  mix  of  reactions  followed 
the  coalition’s  proposals  the 
next  two  days.  Henry  T.  Wil¬ 
son,  a  spokesperson  for  the 
Tufts  Health  Sciences  Center, 
said  the  university  commended 
the  Chinese  community’s  effort 
to  draft  its  own  development 
plan  and  welcomed  additional 
participants  in  its  planning  pro¬ 
cess,  but  it  stood  “unalterably 

opposed’  ’  to  a  moratorium  on 

its  building  projects. 

James  O.  Boylan,  a  spokes¬ 
person  for  the  New  England 
Medical  Center  (NEMC),  said 
the  medical  center  was  eager  to 


enter  a  partnership  with  the 
coalition  to  begin  working  on 
the  issues  of  jobs  and  housing. 
He  declined  comment  on  the 
proposed  moratorium  because  it 
was  specifically  directed  at  the 
university. 

Carole  Mathieson,  Chinatown 
coordinator  for  the  Boston  Re¬ 
development  Authority  (BRA), 
said  she  was  pleased  by  the 
degree  of  “unanimity  and  sup¬ 
port”  displayed  by  the  com¬ 
munity  at  the  meeting,  but 
thought  the  request  for  a 
sweeping  moratorium  was  un¬ 
realistic. 

The  coalition  began  meeting 
in  late  February,  about  two 
months  after  Tufts  and  NEMC 
released  copies  of  their  Prelim¬ 
inary  1982-1992  Joint  Facilities 
Master  Plan,  to  address  what  it 
considered  to  be  a  lack  of 
broad-based  community  input 
into  the  institutions’  develop¬ 
ment  plans.  (See  March/ April 
1983  issue.)  The  coalition  con¬ 
sists  of  the  Chinese  American 
Civic  Association  (CACA),  the 
Chinatown  Housing  and  Land 
Development  Task  Force,  the 
Quincy  School  Community 
Council  (QSCC)  and  the  South 
Cove  Community  Health  Center 
(SCCHC). 

Through  the  meeting,  the 
coalition  sought  to  educate  and 
mobilize  the  Chinese  commun¬ 
ity  into  taking  a  leading  role  in 

determining  the  direction  of  fu¬ 
ture  developments  in  and 
around  Chinatown.  “What  we 
wanted  to  do  instead  of  getting 
angry— we’ve  always  gotten 
angry,  we’ve  always  been  react¬ 


ing— was  to  start  a  process 
which  people  can  join,  ’  ’  SCCHC 
Executive  Director  Francis 
“Pancho”  Chang  explained. 

Presentations 

The  community  meeting, 
which  was  conducted  in  English 
and  Chinese,  included  presen¬ 
tations  made  by  coalition  mem¬ 
bers.  The  presentations  covered 
the  history  of  Tufts  and 

NEMC’s  facilities  develop¬ 
ments  during  the  past  20  years 
and  their  impact  on  Chinatown, 
an  analysis  of  the  university’s 
and  medical  center’s  1982-1992 
master  plan,  responses  by 


community  agencies  to  the 
master  plan  and  the  coalition’s 
proposals. 

Three  points  surfaced  re¬ 
peatedly  during  the  presenta¬ 
tions:  the  belief  that  Tufts  and 
NEMC  have  shown  both  benign 
and  blatant  insensitivity  toward 
its  neighbor,  Chinatown;  the 
desire  of  Chinatown  to  work 
with  the  two  institutions  to 
address  the  needs  of  the 
Chinese  community;  and  the 

necessity  for  Chmatown  to  be 
cohesive  when  dealing  with  the 

two  institutions. 

In  recounting  Tufts’  and 
NEMC’s  development  history, 
Marilyn  Lee-Tom  of  the  China¬ 


town  Housing  and  Land  De¬ 
velopment  Task  Force  stated 
that  a  BRA  estimate  shows  that 
since  1965,  when  Chinatown 
was  first  designated  an  urban 
renewed  area,  the  university  and 
medical  center  have  acquired  25 
acres  of  land,  while  Chinatown 
today  occupies  only  18  acres. 
She  said  the  university’s  latest 
proposed  development,  the 
Health  Science  and  Education 
Building  (HSEBV.  which  is 

currently  bein>r  or>jpo»*i  d  fay

ILGWU  Holds  National  Teleconference 


Imports  Blamed 
for  High 
Unemployment 
Rate

Despite  strong  gains  in  U.S. 
retail  sales  over  recent  weeks, 
workers  in  one  related  industry 
found  little  reason  to  rejoice. 

Instead,  thousands  of  gar¬ 
ment  workers  in  25  cities  across 
the  nation  rallied  and  demon¬ 
strated  April  23  against  the 
current  level  of  apparel  imports 
which  they  believe  is  threaten¬ 
ing  their  jobs.  They  were  part  of 
a  national  teleconference  organ¬ 
ized  by  the  International  Ladies 
Garment  Workers  Union 
(ILGWU).  The  union  is  garner¬ 
ing  public  and  political  support 
for  a  resolution  before  Congress 
which,  if  passed,  would  call  on 
the  Reagan  Administration  to 
lower  the  ceiling  on  apparel  and 
textile  imports  from  41  per  cent 
to  25  per  cent  of  the  domestic 
market.  The  resolution  has 
already  won  the  support  of 
House  Speaker  Thomas  “Tip” 


Chinese  Union 
Members 
Turn  Out 
in  Force

The  April  23  national  telecon¬ 
ference  called  by  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Ladies  Garment  Workers 
Union  (ILGWU)  to  protest  the 
sweep  of  imported  garments 
was  surprisingly  well-attended 
locally  by  Chinese  members  of 
the  Boston  Joint  Board. 

The  1,100-seat  ball  room  at 
the  Holiday  Inn  in  Dedham, 
where  the  meeting  took  place, 
was  quickly  packed  by  members 
arriving  in  groups  of  twenties 
and  thirties.  Union-rented  buses 
kept  making  more  trips  to  pick 
up  people  from  Lowell,  Brock¬ 
ton,  Malden,  Allston  and  most 
of  all  from  Chinatown. 

According  to  a  union  esti¬ 
mate,  at  least  1,500  members 
attended,  70  percent  of  whom 
were  Chinese  workers  from 
Chinatown. 

Ronald  Alman ,  vice  president 
for  the  ILGWU  New  England 
Region,  stated  that  the  purpose 
of  the  rally  was  to  call  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  Congress  and  the  public 
to  the  magnitude  of  the  problem

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Chinatown  Agencies  Oppose  Youth  Shelter  in  the  Combat  Zone

A  controversial  plan  to  turn 
the  Hotel  Avery  in  the  Combat 
Zone,  or  adult  entertainment 
district,  into  a  75-room  shelter 
for  homeless  and  runaway  youth 
has  encountered  opposition 
from  the  Chinese  community. 

The  conversion  of  the  eight- 
story  building  at  the  corner  of 
Avery  and  Washington  Sts.  is 
being  proposed  by  the  Conven- 
ant  House,  a  New  York-based 
agency  which  currently  pro¬ 
vides  shelter  and  a  variety  of 
services  to  homeless  and  run¬ 
away  youth  at  its  facilities  in 
Times  Square  and  Toronto. 


At  the  request  of  the  Chinese 
community,  representatives  of 
the  Convenant  House  and  Un¬ 
der  21-Boston  met  with  leaders 
from  nine  Chinatown  agencies 
for  the  first  time  April  13  to  an¬ 
swer  questions  and  hear  their 
concerns. 

After  receiving  an  invitation 
by  Humberto  Cardinal  Medeiros 
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The  Hotel  Avery  is  the  proposed  site  for  a  75-room  shelter  for  homeless  and  runaway  youth 
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about  a  year  ago  to  open  a  cen¬ 
ter  in  Boston,  the  Convenant 
House  explored  the  possibility 
of  establishing  a  youth  shelter 
here  and  has  since  purchased 
the  Hotel  Avery.  The  Conven¬ 
ant  House,  founded  in  1972  and 
headed  by  Father  Bruce  ritter, 
is  also  planning  a  center  in 
Houston. 

According  to  Sandra  Hagan, 
a  board  officer  of  the  Convenant 
House,  the  program  design  for 
the  Boston  shelter  has  not  been 
completed  yet,  but  an  opening 
date  of  November  1  is  expected. 
She  added  that  the  shelter, 
which  will  operate  on  a  $2.5 
million  budget  with  a  100- 
member  staff,  still  has  to  re¬ 
ceive  a  child  care  license  from 
the  state  Office  for  Children  and 
various  permits  from  the  city. 

The  shelter  will  be  open  24 
hours  a  day  and  follow  an  open 
intake  policy,  which  means  no 
one  under  21  years  old  who  can¬ 
not  find  a  place  to  sleep  will  be 
turned  away,  she  noted.  It  will 
differ  from  other  youth  shelters 
in  the  city  in  that  it  will  seek  to 
“reach  kids  who  may  not  want 
to  be  reached’’  and  will  work 
towards  getting  youth  back  with 
their  families  or  out  working  as 
soon  as  possible. 

A  majority  of  the  community 
agency  leaders  objected  to  the 


proximity  of  the  proposed  shel¬ 
ter  to  Chinatown  and  its  possible 
ill-effects  on  neighborhood  resi¬ 
dents  and  businesses.  The  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  Convenant 
House,  on  the  other  hand,  stres¬ 
sed  the  importance  of  a  location 
in  an  area  such  as  the  Combat 
Zone  to  the  success  of  their  pro¬ 
gram  and  outlined  measures 
being  adopted  which  may  help 
prevent  the  shelter  from  having 
an  adverse  impact  on  the  sur¬ 
rounding  community. 

Jane  Leung,  executive  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Boston  Chinese:  Youth 
Essential  Service,  presented  a 
view  shared  by  several  agency 
leaders.  “We’re  not  unsympa¬ 
thetic  to  the  needs  of  the  kids. 

But  they're  going  to  present 

numerous  problems  for  this 
community,  and  we  feel  we 
can’t  handle  it  and  the  police 
already  can’t  handle  it.” 

“When  something  goes 
wrong,  you  can  pack  your  bags 
and  leave.  We  can’t,”  Leung 
said.  “Maybe  sometimes  a  few 
do  have  to  sacrifice  for  the 
greater.  But  we  already  sacri¬ 
ficed,  we  have  the  Combat 
Zone. 

In  addition,  Leung  contended 
that  the  shelter  would  attract 
youth  not  only  from  within  the 
city,  but  also  from  the  suburbs, 
and  that  the  Convenant  House

performed  an  inadequate  needs 
assessment  which  does  not 
prove  that  the  shelter  must  be 
located  in  the  Combat  Zone. 

Dave  Moy,  program  super¬ 
visor  at  the  Quincy  Community 
School,  suggested  an  alterna¬ 
tive  location  for  the  shelter 
might  be  more  appropriate, 
likening  use  of  a  site  in  the  adult 
entertainment  district  to  “put¬ 
ting  a  chicken  coop  in  the  fox’s 
den”  where  the  youth  must 
contend  with  “pressures  and 
temptations.” 

Bob  Leigh  of  the  Chinese 
Economic  Development  Coun¬ 
cil,  which  is  undertaking  plans 
to  renovate  the  Boylston  Build¬ 
ing  in  part  to  help  eradicate  the 

Combat  Zone,  stated,  “J  find  it 

somewhat  disconcerting  that 
you’re  coming  in  just  a  few 
blocks  away.” 

Bill  Chin,  chair  of  the  Chinese 
Consolidated  Benevolent  Asso¬ 
ciation  and  a  restaurant  owner 
in  Chinatown,  expressed  fear 
that  youth  from  the  shelter 
would  create  problems  for  bus¬ 
inesses  in  the  community,  while 
Ruth  Moy,  executive  director  of 
the  Greater  South  Cove  Golden 
Age  Center,  voiced  concern  for 
the  safety  of  the  Chinese  elderly. 

In  an  effort  to  point  out  that 
the  shelter  will  not  necessarily 
adversely  impact  the  neighbor¬ 


hood,  Hagan  said  the  program 
at  the  shelter  will  include  a  cur¬ 
few  for  youth,  security  at  the 
door  to  prevent  unauthorized 
adults  from  entering  the  build¬ 
ing  and  a  cruising  patrol  to  en¬ 
sure  the  youth  are  not  just  hang¬ 
out  in  the  streets.  During  the 
day,  she  stated,  the  older  youth 
will  be  expected  to  look  for  jobs 
and  the  younger  to  attend  school 
or  go  to  appointments. 

The  shelter  will  enforce  “strict 
guidelines  on  illegal  activities,” 
she  added.  “Our  policy  is  to  call 
police  on  kids  who  engage  in 
such,  and  we  don’t  condone 
preying  on  the  neighborhood.” 

Hagan  noted  the  length  of 
stay  and  the  number  of  youth  at 
the  shelter  will  vary  greatly, 
depending  on  what  the  needs  of 
the  youth  are. 

Sister  Helen  Hayes  of  Under 
21-Boston  conceded  that  the 
needs  assessment  conducted  for 
the  shelter  was  incomplete,  but 
maintained  that  a  “good  needs 
assessment  can’t  be  done  until 
the  kids  come  through  the  door 
— there  are  no  records— no 
matter  where  we  are.” 

(A  survey  of  four  runaway 
shelters  in  Boston  which  span¬ 
ned  July  1982  to  March  1983 
showed  that  of  8500  beds  avail¬ 
able  over  that  time,  70%  were 
actually  used.) 

“Our  program  does  not  harm 
kids,  but  provides  them  with 
options  of  other  than  prostitu¬ 
tion  or  stealing,”  Hagan  stated. 
“We  don’t  feel  we’re  going  to 
be  a  harm  to  the  community  and 
that  we  can  help  you  with  the 
problems  of  the  Combat  Zone.” 

When  asked  whether  the 
Convenant  House  has  consid¬ 
ered  other  sites  for  its  shelter, 
Hagan  responded,  “We  have 
not  been  wedded  to  the  Avery 
ever  since  we  got  here.  But  we 
want  at  least  part  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  (an  intake  site)  in  a  place 

where  the  Jc ids  ouc.  ’  ’ 

“We  looked  at  and  are  con¬ 
tinuing  to  look  at  sites  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  mayor’s  office 
andthe  Chamber  of  Commerce,” 
she  continued. 

Others  attending  the  meeting 
were  Larry  Wenger  of  the  Con¬ 
venant  House,  Walter  Jaime  of 
the  Chinatown  Boys  Club,  Chau 
Ming  Lee  of  the  Chinese  Amer¬ 
ican  Civic  Association,  Francis

Cove  Community  Health  Cen¬ 
ter,  Ron  Yee  of  the  South  Cove 
YMCA  and  Simon  Choi  of  the 
Chinese  Consolidated  Benev¬ 
olent  Association.

Boston  Latin  Academy  Needs  New  Building 


The  children  attending  Boston 
Latin  Academy  have  occupied  a 
building  on  Ipswich  St.  in  the 
Kenmore  Square  area  for  the 
past  two  years  after  the  Codman 
Square  building  was  condemned. 
The  lease  on  this  building  will 
expire  this  June  leaving  them 
with  no  facility  for  September, 
1983. 

For  the  past  30  years,  the 
Boston  School  Committee  has 
promised  a  new  and  permanent 
facility  for  these  students.  How¬ 
ever,  we  are  still  waiting.  The 
present  English  High  School 
was  promised  to  Latin  Academy, 
only  to  have  a  law  suit  brought 
into  court  by  the  English  Alumni 
and  the  court  award  the  build¬ 
ing  to  English  High  School. 

The  building  Latin  Academy 
occupies  was  once  a  garage  and 
has  extremely  poor  ventilation. 
Many  of  the  classrooms  have  no 
windows.  Most  importantly, 
there  are  no  chemistry  and 
science  labs,  thereby  denying 
the  students  a  vital  aspect  of 
their  education .  All  colleges  re¬ 
quire  one  year  of  a  lab  science 
for  admission.  There  is  no  pub¬ 
lic  address  system.  The  cafe¬ 
teria  is  utilized  for  such  pur¬ 
poses.  The  room  being  used  as 


a  gymnasium  has  very  low  ceil¬ 
ings  and  concrete  columns 
which  have  caused  numerous 
injuries  to  students  during  gym 
class. 

These  students  work  very 
hard  and  want  an  excellent  ed¬ 
ucation.  Our  daily  attendance 
averages  94%.  I  doubt  many 
other  schools  throughout  the 
city  can  boast  such  a  high  per¬ 
centage.  No  students  in  the 
Boston  school  system  deserve  to 
attend  school  in  a  building  with 
so  many  inadequacies. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  Sup¬ 
erintendent  Robert  Spillane  to 
find  an  adequate  and  permanent 
facility  for  Boston  Latin  Acad¬ 
emy  and  to  fulfill  the  promises 
made  by  the  School  Committee 
for  the  past  30  years.  I  urge  all 
parents,  voters  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  former  alumni  of 
Boston  Latin  Academy  to  sup¬ 
port  us  in  our  endeavor  by  call¬ 
ing  the  office  of  Superintendent 
Spillane  or  members  of  the 
Boston  School  Committee  to 
find  a  permanent  facility  for  the 
students  of  Boston  Latin  Acad¬ 
emy  for  September,  1983.

CCBA  Annual  Dues  Drive 
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Boston  Chinese  Evangelical  Church  Offers 
Worship  Services  in  English  and  Chinese

A  language  breakthrough  in 
the  New  England  Chinese  pro- 
testant  churches  occurred  March 
6.  For  the  first  time  in  Boston,  a 
Chinese  protestant  church  is 
conducting  regular  worship  ser¬ 
vices  in  English  in  its  entirety. 

The  Boston  Chinese  Evangel¬ 
ical  Church  (BCEC)  had  con¬ 
ducted  bilingual  worship  ser¬ 
vices  ever  since  its  inception  22 
years  ago.  Translation  has  been 
a  common  part  of  the  worship 
service  in  several  Chinese  pro¬ 
testant  churches  in  the  city  of 
Boston  as  well  as  in  the  New 
England  area.  The  service  chair 
and  the  speaker  usually  speak 
in  Cantonese  and  an  English 
translation  will  follow  immed¬ 
iately  from  the  pulpit. 

The  suggestion  for  English- 
language  worship  services  sur¬ 
faced  in  1978.  A  group  of  young 
members  took  up  this  idea  in  a 
church-wide  meeting  at  BCEC. 
After  almost  four  years  of  pray¬ 
ing  and  waiting,  the  Board  of 
Deacons,  the  administrative 
body  of  BCEC,  was  authorized 
by  a  vote  by  the  membership- 
at-large  at  its  annual  meeting  to 
set  up  a  transitional  committee 
to  plan  for  the  execution  of  two 
worship  services,  one  in  Englsih 
and  one  in  Chinese. 

After  the  initiation  of  the  two 
services,  “BCEC  will  be  able  to 
minister  its  entire  congregation 
more  effectively,  thus  better 
meet  the  needs  of  our  general 
membership  as  well  as  preach¬ 
ing  the  Gospel.”  Rev.  Jacob 
Fung  told  the  250-member  con¬ 
gregation  during  its  first  Can¬ 
tonese-only  worship  service  on 
March  6.  “We  also  may  tem¬ 


porarily  solve  our  immediate 
problem  of  space  shortage  by 
holding  two  separate  services.” 

The  Chinese  worship  will  be 
held  at  its  regularly  scheduled 
time  of  11  a.m.  when  the  Eng¬ 
lish  Sunday  School  classes  are 
held.  The  English  service  will 
be  held  at  9:30  a.m.  when  the 
Chinese  Sunday  School  classes 
are  taking  place. 

Rev.  Jacob  Fung  is  oversee¬ 
ing  the  Chinese  worship,  and 
Steven  Chin,  assistant  to  the 
Pastor,  is  overseeing  the  Eng¬ 
lish  worship.  Rev.  James  Tam, 
Pastor  Emeritus,  will  officiate 
the  monthly  communion  service 
attended  by  congregations  from 
both  services  at  the  first  Sunday 
of  each  month.  A  thirty-minute 
refreshment  time  is  held  be¬ 
tween  the  two  worship  services 
from  10:30  -  11:30  a.m.  at  the 
multi-function  room  for  fellow¬ 
ship. 

BCEC  currently  has  270 
members  and  450  who  regularly 
attend  Sunday  services.  About 
100  youth  attend  the  Friday 
night  fellowship  gatherings, 
which  are  held  separately  in 
Cantonese  and  English.  There 
are  16  Sunday  School  classes 
taught  by  trained  volunteered 
staff. 

Just  one  year  after  the  dedi¬ 
cation  of  the  BCEC ’s  new  church 
building  at  249  Harrison  Ave.  in 
Chinatown,  the  church  has  al¬ 
ready  encountered  difficulties 
in  space  allocation.  Different 
activities  such  as  worship,  fel¬ 
lowship,  nurseries,  Sunday 
School  classrooms  and  adminis¬ 
trative  space  have  taken  all 
available  space  in  the  building. 
The  Chinese  Library  sponsored 
by  the  Joshua  Fellowship  has  to 


store  books  in  the  closet  space 
due  to  the  space  shortage.  A 
moveable  partition  was  put  in 
during  1981  in  the  multi-func¬ 
tion  room,  so  it  may  convert  the 
larger  room  into  three  smaller 
Sunday  School  classrooms.  Re¬ 
cently,  the  Board  of  Deacons 
decided  to  expand  the  church 
mezzanine  area  by  adding  three 
rooms  in  a  space  above  the  main 
corridor.  BCEC  is  also  in  the 
process  of  looking  for  an  altern¬ 
ative  long-term  solution  to  ac¬ 
quiring  additional  space  outside 
the  church  building.  Currently, 
BCEC  is  borrowing  classroom 
space  from  the  Acorn  Day  Care 
Center  at  34  Oak  Street  on 
Sundays. 

Chinese  churches  in  the  major 
Chinese-congregated  cities  in 
North  America,  such  as  New 
York,  San  Francisco,  Los  An¬ 
geles,  Chicago,  Toronto  and 
Vancouver  began  providing  En¬ 
glish  worship  services  as  early 
as  1950  in  order  to  meet  the 
language  demand  of  the  new 
Chinese  Christians.  BCEC 
has  now  recognized  the  needs  of 
a  younger  generation  in  the 
New  England  area  by  taking  the 
first  step  of  adopting  the  con¬ 
cept  of  English  worship  services. 
There  are  at  least  nine  Chinese 
protestant  Christian  churches 
located  in  Boston,  Brookline, 
Newton,  Woburn,  Amherst  and 
other  New  England  cities.  Most 
of  the  churches  provide  Canton¬ 
ese/English  or  Cantonese-only 
service.  The  Chinese  Bible 
church  of  Greater  Boston  in 
Woburn  conducts  its  worship 
service  in  Mandarin  and  Eng¬ 
lish  and  provides  earphones  for 
simultaneous  translation  into 
the  Fujien  dialect.

About  a  dozen  public  officials 
and  community  representatives 
gathered  by  the  Gateway  to 
Chinatown  April  22  to  inaugur¬ 
ate  the  MBTA’s  Bus  Route  3,  a 
permanent  service  running  be¬ 
tween  Chinatown  and  the  Fargo 
Building  in  South  Boston. 

The  route  was  initiated  on  an 
experimental  basis  this  past 
winter  to  provide  public  trans¬ 
portation  for  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dents  who  work  in  garment 
manufacturing  companies  in  the 
Fargo  Building. 

Bus  Route  3  runs  from  the 
Harrison  Ave.-Kneeland  St.- 
Washington  St.  vicinity  via 
Broadway  Station  to  the  D  St. 
and  Summer  St.  area. 

The  MBTA  plans  to  extend 
the  route  this  fall  in  order  to 
serve  an  additional  500  to  600 
riders  who  work  for  garment 
manufacturers  planning  to  re¬ 
locate  to  the  South  Boston  Army 
Base  Building  114. 

Bus  Route  3  will  run  week¬ 
days,  leaving  from  the  corner  of 
Washington  and  Oak  Sts.  in  the 
morning  at  6:45,  7:00,  7:15, 
7:30,  7:45,  8:00,  8:15,  8:30  and 
in  the  afternoon  at  4:00,  4:17, 
4:35,  4:52,  5:10,  5:27,  5:45. 

Buses  will  leave  from  the 
corner  of  D  and  Summer  Sts.  in 
the  morning  at  6:55,  7:10,  7:25, 


7:40,  7:55,  8:10  and  in  the

CCBA  Rebuilding  Fund  Continues  to  Climb

The  Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association  (CCBA) 
has  now  received  more  than 
$110,000  in  pledges  toward  its 
Rebuilding  Fund. 

The  fund  was  established 
after  the  January  6  explosion 
which  totally  destroyed  its  4- 
sDry  building  at  14  Oxford 
Street.  The  fund  will  provide 
the  money  to  build  another 
building  for  CCBA  at  the  orig¬ 
inal  site. 


To  this  day,  no  official  cause 
has  been  given  for  the  explo¬ 
sion.  The  CCBA  is  currently 
considering  a  lawsuit  against 
more  than  one  party. 

During  a  monthly  meeting 
held  in  April,  members  of  the 
CCBA  passed  a  resolution  call¬ 
ing  on  each  delegate  to  the 
CCBA  to  raise  $1,500  toward 
the  Rebuilding  Fund.  Under 
this  resolution,  $21,000  has 
been  committed  to  date.  The 
sum  comes  from  the  following

($1,500),  Gee  Haw  Oak  Tin  As¬ 
sociation  ($6,000),  Hop  Sing 
Association  ($1,500),  Moy’s

Bill  Chin,  the  chair  of  CCBA 
also  raised  $8,600  in  pledges 
toward  the  fund  during  a  fund¬ 
raising  trip  to  the  National  Con¬ 
ference  of  the  Merchants  Asso¬ 
ciations  held  in  Chicago  at  the 
end  of  last  month.

The  fireworks  caused  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  people  waiting  for  the  train  to  become  hysterical  and  to  run 
from  the  station  platform.  Both  suspects  were  transported  to 
District  A  for  safekeeping.

Philadelphia  Chinese 
Protest  Inquirer  Article 


PHILADELPHIA,  PA-City 
Councilor  James  Tayoun  along 
with  members  of  the  Chinese 
Benevolent  Association  (CBA) 
of  Philadelphia,  which  repre¬ 
sented  the  Chinese  community 
here,  led  a  march  last  month 
from  Chinatown  to  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  Inquirer's  office  to 
protest  a  March  6  article  in  the 
newspaper’s  weekend  maga¬ 
zine. 

The  article  “A  Chinatown 
Refugee  Looks  Back  in  Anger” 
quoted  local  restaurant  owner 
Philip  Tang  as  making  state¬ 
ments  about  Chinatown  restau¬ 
rants  such  as  serving  “garbage 
for  hogs,”  having  “dirty-oil 
cooking,”  and  looking  the  same 
with  “Plywood  half  up  the 
walls.  Plastic  booths.  Red  wall 
paper  all  fuzzy...” 

At  a  March  10  meeting  of  the 
Chinese  business  community, 
Tang  publicly  denied  saying  any 
of  these  things  to  Jim  Quinn, 
the  author,  and  has  taken  steps 
for  legal  action.  Those  at  the 
meeting,  including  Tang  and 
his  attorney,  denounced  the 
Inquirer  article  as  being  both 
defamatory  and  inflammatory. 
The  editors,  David  Boldt  and 
Karen  White,  were  being  held 
as  much  responsible  as  the 
author  in  writing  and  releasing 
the  article,  which  was  con-

The  Chinese  community  is 
demanding  immediate  public 
retraction  of  the  statements 
considered  slanderous  in  the 
article  and  are  insisting  on 
restitution  for  “loss  of  face” 
and  loss  of  business  by  the 
restaurants.  According  to  the 
CBA,  the  usually  docile  peace- 
loving  Chinese  are  on  the 
“warpath.”  The  CBA  was 
asked  at  the  special  meeting  to 
help  the  business  community 
achieve  satisfaction. 

According  to  the  CBA,  the 
general  consensus  by  the  Chin¬ 
ese,  as  well  as  Asian  community 
at  large,  is  that  the  Inquirer 
must  be  held  accountable  for 
this  type  of,  as  one  person  put 
it,  “shoddy  seedy  journalism.” 
The  CBA  contends  that  because 
the  Inquirer  has  a  monopoly  as 
a  general  newspaper  in  this 
city,  it  cannot  manipulate  in¬ 
formation  and  people  to  gener¬ 
ate  what  amounts  to  sensation¬ 
alism,  and  it  must  not  be 
permitted  to  slander  an  ethnic 
group  and  an  important  class  of 
business.  The  CBA  further 
believes  that  if  excused  from 
the  blow  dealt  to  the  Chinese, 
the  Inquirer  may  want  to  strike 
again  or  at  another  minority 
group,  and  it  must  be  stopped.

Chinese  Women  and  Nutrition  during  Pregnancy

“Eat  up.  You’re  eating  for  two  now”  is  that  familiar  exhortation 
said  sincerely  or  teasingly  to  pregnant  women  for  as  long  as  women 
could  become  pregnant.  With  today’s  relaxed  medical  attitude  to¬ 
ward  weight  gain  during  pregnancy,  the  naive  and  the  impulsive 
have  gladly  and  gratefully  grabbed  at  the  invitation,  interpreting  it 
literally.  Soon  enlightened  by  the  full-length  mirror  and  bathroom 
scale,  the  repenting  self-indulgent  with  weight-to-lose-after-delivery 
learns  the  true  meaning  behind  the  phrase  “eating  for  two”  is  in¬ 
creasing  the  quality  of  one’s  diet  and  not  doubling  the  quantity  of 
one’s  normal  food  consumption. 

Though  more  and  more  Chinese  women  of  the  current  childbear¬ 
ing  generation  are  succumbing  to  the  pleasure  of  engorgement  and 
resembling  vertical  versions  of  the  Goodyear  Blimp,  not  too  many 
seem  to  have  neglected  the  importance  of  nutrition  during  preg¬ 
nancy.  Fortunately,  most  Chinese  women  practice  good  eating 
habits.  They  know  that  an  exceedingly  nutritious  prenatal  diet  forti¬ 
fies  their  bodies  against  anemia  and  infections  and  provides  their 
babies  with  the  minerals,  proteins  and  vitamins  necessary  for  proper 
growth  and  development.  They  know  a  good  start  in  utero  lessens 
the  likelihood  of  their  babies  being  stillborn,  undersized,  prema¬ 
ture,  retarded  or  brain  damaged.  Instead,  their  babies  are  more  apt 
to  survive  and  stay  healthy. 

As  Chinese  women  with  memories  of  living  in  rural  China  prior 
to  the  late  1940’s  recall,  babies  bom  in  their  native  country  then 
were  small,  weak  and  passive  due  to  the  lack  of  multivitamin/multi¬ 
mineral  pills  and  the  limited  amounts  and  types  of  food  (mostly 
vegetables,  pork  and  fish)  available  to  expectant  women.  Conse¬ 
quently,  infant  deaths  were  high.  Out  of  desperation,  some  parents 
in  the  past  resorted  to  symbolic  means  to  ensure  the  survival  of 
their  newborns,  such  as  giving  them  names  of  abuse,  like  pig  or 
dog,  or  concealing  their  affection  for  them,  in  hopes  of  convincing 
the  forever  menacing  evil  spirits  that  the  young  lives  were  not  worth 
their  taking.  Parents  would  even  delay  celebrating  the  births  of 
their  children  until  they  had  survived  a  sufficient  length  of  time, 
usually  one  month,  which  is  the  rationale  for  the  still  much  in  prac¬ 
tice  ceremony  “mun-yut,”  literally  “child-reaching-full-month.” 
To  quote  one  older  immigrant  Chinese  woman,  “a  baby’s  survival 
then  was  dependent  on  luck.”  Time  and  time  again,  she  and  her 
peers  have  marvelled  at  how  “lo-dek”  or  mature  American-born 
Chinese  babies  are,  attributing  their  largeness,  sturdiness  and 
alertness  to  the  highly  nutritious  prenatal  diets  of  their  mothers. 

For  prospective  mothers  to  receive  all  the  nutrients  needed  for  a 
successful  pregnancy,  Maggie  Ma,  nutrition  coordinator  of  the  Ob¬ 
stetrics/Gynecology  Clinic  at  the  South  Cove  Community  Health 
Center  for  the  last  3  Vi  years,  recommends  eating  foods  from  the  four 
basic  groups  daily.  The  basic  four  are  protein,  milk  and  milk  prod¬ 
ucts,  vegetables  and  fruits,  and  grain  and  grain  products.  (Please 
see  table  for  examples  in  each  group.) 

As  conscientious  as  they  are  about  the  quality  of  their  food  in¬ 
take,  many  Chinese  women  refuse  to  drink  milk  or  eat  milk  prod¬ 
ucts  because  of  the  discomfort  they  experience  after  ingesting 
them.  However,  with  this  omission,  the  women  unsuspectingly 
raise  their  susceptibility  to  osteoporosis,  the  thinning  of  the  bones, 
sometimes  leading  to  their  breakage  in  later  years,  since  they  are 
not  replacing  the  calcium  in  their  bodies  as  the  fetus  depletes  the

mineral  for  its  bones  and  teeth.  Their  failure  to  have  an  adequate 
supply  of  calcium  (1200  milligrams  a  day  during  pregnancy  as  op¬ 
posed  to  800  milligrams  normally)  forces  the  fetus  to  rob  it  from 
their  bones.  True,  studies  have  shown  a  missing  enzyme  in  Chinese

Cyclical,  Growth  and  Income  Stocks 


By  the  Money  Man 

Up  to  now  there  was  doubt  the  recession  would  ever  end  and  an 
economic  recovery  would  soon  appear  .There  is  no  longer  any  doubt; 
the  housing,  automobile,  and  other  sectors  have  given  indications 
of  a  turnaround,  albeit  slowly.  However,  a  hesitant,  slow  recovery 
is  unlikely  to  reinflate  the  economy,  and  gradual  growth  may  keep 
interest  rates  at  a  level  low  enough  to  provide  a  sustained  recovery. 

This  is  good  news  for  the  stock  market  that  the  bull  market  will 
continue.  The  stock  market  has  risen  dramatically  since  the  August, 
1982  low.  Tactically,  stock  selectivity  is  vitally  important  as  one 
industry  group  after  another  has  become  overbought.  There  fire 
many  methods  or  approaches  to  participate  in  future  price  in¬ 
creases. 

As  many  know,  there  are  three  major  areas  of  the  stock  market: 
cyclical,  growth,  and  income.  A  cyclical  industry  is  one  which  is 
severely  impacted  by  the  economic  cycle.  In  an  economic  upturn, 
the  earnings  to  the  industry  or  stock  can  be  dramatic  and  rewarding 
to  the  investor.  Those  of  you  who  have  monitored  the  direction  of 
interest  rates  are  aware  of  their  precipitous  decline.  Lower  interest 
rates  reduce  the  cost  of  carrying  debt.  Recent  effects  of  these  lower 
rates  are  reflected  by  the  rise  in  auto  sales  find  housing  starts.  The 
stifling  high  interest  rates  are  beginning  to  evaporate.  Consumer 
willingness  to  spend  will  spread  to  other  industries  such  as  machin¬ 


ery,  chemical,  and  aluminums.  In  my  estimation,  the  greatest  ben¬ 
eficiary  are  the  building  and  construction  industries.  Peripheral  a- 
dustries  include  the  savings  and  loans,  furniture  manufacturers, 
forest  products  and  mobile  homes. 

The  darlings  of  Wall  Street  have  been  the  growth  stocks.  This 
sector  includes  groups  such  as  fast  foods  restaurants,  drugs,  hos¬ 
pital  management,  hospital  suppliers  and  various  high  technology 
stocks  of  all  kinds  (computers,  electronics,  telecommunications, 
etc.).  The  profile  of  a  growth  company  is  high  earnings  growth, 
none  or  low  dividends,  a  unique  product  and  rapid  expansion  of 
their  markets.  Selecting  the  proper  growth  stock  should  prove  re¬ 
warding  through  the  appreciation  of  its  shares. 

Income  stocks  are  usually  mature  companies  that  pay  out  a  great 
percentage  of  their  earnings  as  dividends.  These  companies  are 
suitable  for  persons  who  need  present  income  and  not  future 
growth.  Examples  of  these  companies  are  some  large  oil  companies 
and  some  large  food  processing  companies. 

Attractive  areas  worthy  of  investor  consideration  are  the  interest- 
sensitive  stocks  (affected  by  the  lowering  of  interest  rates)  such  as 
banks,  insurance  and  savings  and  loans.  Also  benefiting  from  lower 
interest  rates  would  be  companies  in  the  housing  industries:  mobile 
homes,  forest  products,  home  construction,  and  even  companies 
manufacturing  carpets,  furniture,  hardware,  and  other  related 
suppliers  for  the  house.  The  opportunities  are  many. 


Business  Briefs 


Approximately  $50  million  in  low-interest  mortgage  loans  will  be¬ 
come  available  this  month  to  low-moderate  income  Massachusetts 
homebuyers. 

The  interest  rate  on  the  loans  are  expected  to  be  just  under  11  % 
with  2  points  and  will  be  fixed  over  30  years. 

Banks  can  accept  applications  beginning  May  12,  but  cannot 
close  a  loan  until  after  June  1. 

To  qualify  under  this  program,  buyers  cannot  have  owned  homes 
for  the  past  three  years  and  must  fall  within  income  guidelines.  The 
maximum  annual  income  allowable  for  one  person  is  $35,000,  for 
two  persons,  $40,000  and  for  each  additional  person,  another  $1500. 

The  maximum  purchase  prices  permitted  for  houses  in  the 
Greater  Boston  area  are  $86,000  for  single-family  new  construc¬ 
tion,  $77,000  for  single-family  existing  housing,  $87,000  for  two- 
family  existing  housing.  $105,000  for  three-family  existing  housing 
and  $123,000  for  four-family  existing  housing. 

Funds  for  this  program  are  being  made  available  through  a  May  9 


bond  issue  and  are  being  allocated  to  banks  by  the  Massachusetts 
Housing  Finance  Agency.

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women  called  lactase,  which  helps  break  milk  down  for  use  by  the 
body,  is  responsible  for  their  poor  tolerance  of  milk. 

Nonetheless,  Ma  feels  they  can  overcome  their  digestion  prob¬ 
lem  by  gradually  introducing  milk  into  their  diets  and  then  making 
a  habit  of  drinking  it.  Some  have  followed  the  advice  with  success. 
Others  try  substitute  foods.  But  Ma,  who  has  a  Master  of  Science  in 
nutrition  from  Tufts  University,  asserts  such  foods  do  not  provide 
enough  calcium  for  pregnant  women  and  points  to  dark  green  leafy 
vegetables  as  an  example.  As  high  as  the  calcium  content  is  in 
these  vegetables,  the  body  can  not  release  all  of  it  and  ends  up  ex¬ 
creting  the  untapped  portion,  a  fact  unknown  by  women  who  be¬ 
lieve  so  many  servings  of  the  food  will  satisfy  their  daily  quota  of 
the  mineral.  Furthermore,  Ma,  in  accordance  with  some  medical 
professionals,  does  not  endorse  taking  calcium  tablets  in  lieu  of 
drinking  milk  as  the  body  can  not  readily  absorb  the  mineral  in  that 
form.  She  insists  milk  is  the  best  source  of  calcium. 

In  general,  American -bom  Chinese  women  and  foreign-bom 
Chinese  women  who  grew  up  in  the  United  States  have  easily  in¬ 
cluded  foods  from  the  basic  four  in  their  diets  since  their  eating 
habits  are  quite  westernized.  In  contrast,  some  recent  immigrant 
Chinese  women  have  difficulty  doing  so.  According  to  Ma,  a 
majority  seen  at  the  South  Cove  clinic  have  unbalanced  diets,  low  in 
calcium,  iron  and  protein  but  high  in  vegetables  and  fruits.  They 
consume  a  great  deal  of  starchy  food,  primarily  rice  and  noodles. 
Together,  their  poor  tolerance  of  milk,  their  aversion  to  meats 
(often  in  the  first  trimester),  their  tendency  to  buy  starchy  food 
products,  and  their  practice  of  the  Chinese  custom  of  putting  main 
courses  in  central  dishes  to  be  shared  by  the  entire  family  have 
prevented  them  from  getting  enough  nutrients. 

Their  dietary  habits  seem  due  to  their  inclination  to  define  foods 
in  the  traditional  Chinese  terms  of  “hot”  or  “cold”  instead  of  in 
the  American  terms  of  nutritional  values.  To  make  the  women  more 
aware  of  food  nutrition  and  the  tremendous  nutritional  needs  of 
their  bodies  during  pregnancy,  Ma  and  her  part-time  assistant, 
Alice  Ng,  have  enrolled  the  income  and  health  qualifying  women  in 
the  clinic’s  federally-funded  nutrition  education  and  assistance 
program  popularly  known  as  WIC,  an  abbreviation  for  Food  Sup¬ 
plemental  Program  for  Women,  Infants  and  Children.  Almost  auto¬ 
matically  admitted  are  the  Chinese  women  who  are  underweight, 
pregnant  for  the  first  time,  or  pregnant  again  soon  after  the  last 
time.  (A  family’s  income  level  is  the  decisive  factor  in  admission.) 
The  two  nutritionists,  both  fluent  in  Cantonese  and  Mandarin, 
meet  with  the  program  participants  on  an  individual  basis  regularly 
throughout  their  pregnancies  and  the  first  year  after  delivery.  Fre¬ 
quently  they  will  suggest  alternative  foods  for  ones  avoided  by  the 
women.  As  extra  encouragement  for  them  to  eat  better,  WIC  par¬ 
ticipants  are  given  monthly  vouchers  worth  about  $30  for  buying 
specific  foods,  namely,  milk,  orange  juice,  iron  fortified  cereals, 
peanut  butter,  eggs  and  cheese.  Ma  has  noticed  an  improvement  in 
the  nutrition  intake  of  the  WIC  participants.  This  year,  so  far,  the 
two  professionals  have  seenly  approximately  300  Chinese  women  in 
WIC,  more  than  80%  of  the  clinic’s  caseload. 

In  the  course  of  counselling  the  immigrant  Chinese  women,  Ma 
and  Ng  have  found  a  high  percentage  observe  the  traditional  pre- 
neml  diets  of  their  culture  created  generations  ago.  These  diets  di¬ 
rect  pregnant  women  to  shun  certain  American-approved  foods.  At 
a  glance,  the  diets  seem  to  encourage  bad  eatings  habits  when  they 
are  judged  by  western  standards.  But.  in  actuality,  they  were  de¬ 
veloped  to  do  just  the  opposite,  to  help  women  have  good  eating 
habits  by  staying  away  from  foods  considered  harmful  to  them  and 
the  fetus. 

Most  traditional  Chinese  prenatal  diets  are  based  on  the  princi¬ 
ple  of  maintaining  one’s  body  in  a  state  of  equilibrium,  keeping  it 
from  becoming  “ket-hee”  (hot)or  “leung”  (cold),  a  concept  with  no 
American  equivalent.  To  achieve  the  desired  balance,  pregnant 


women  must  abstain  from  eating  foods  that  are  regarded 
“ket-hee”  for,  it  is  believed,  too  much  can  cause  them  to  cough  up 
blood,  be  dehydrated  (evident  by  dry,  red  lips)  and  be  constipated, 
and  can  cause  their  babies  to  be  less  healthy  and  have  future  skin 
problems,  like  dryness  or  rashes.  In  addition,  pregnant  women 
must  refrain  from  eating  foods  that  are  “leung”  for  too  much  may 
cause  them  to  pass  blood  in  their  urine  and  weaken  their  bodies, 
thus  lowering  their  resistance  to  illnesses.  Not  all  women  must 
keep  away  from  the  same  foods.  What  they  can  or  can  not  eat  is 
determined  by  where  their  ancestors  came  from  in  China  since  each 
region  had  its  own  regimen,  which  also  dictated  their  thoughts  and 
actions  during  those  nine  months  and  prescribed  a  postnatal  diet. 
(Please  see  table  for  a  sample  of  a  prenatal  diet  observed  by  some 
Hong  Kong  immigrants.) 

Although  at  times  hardpressed  to  find  the  long  lost  reason  be¬ 
hind  a  forbidden  food,  most  immigrant  Chinese  women,  similar  to 
their  counterparts  in  any  culture,  are  unwilling  to  relinquish  totally 
what  they  have  always  known  to  be  the  truth.  Both  Ma  and  Ng  re¬ 
spect  the  women’s  wish  to  follow  their  customs  and  try  not  to  inter¬ 
fere.  The  immigrant  Chinese  women  do  try  to  reconcile  the  differ¬ 
ences  between  the  Chinese  and  American  prenatal  requirements 
by  integrating  the  best  of  both  into  their  eating  habits.  For  exam¬ 
ple,  they  have  adopted  the  American  habit  of  supplementing  meals 
with  multivitamin/multimineral  pills.  In  Ma’s  opinion,  the  cultural 
conflict  is  really  minimal  and  harmless.  The  two  cultures  agree  on 
many  of  the  same  foods  as  being  nutritionally  valuable,  such  as 
chicken,  and  they  agree  fried  food  is  bad.  The  ones  they  differ  on 
can  be  easily  substituted.  What  is  potentially  harmful  to  their  health 
and  safety  and  that  of  their  unborn  children,  according  to  Ma,  is 
their  limited  knowledge  of  nutrition  in  general  and  nutrition  in 
pregnancy,  which  was  explained  in  detail  earlier.  As  WIC  has 
shown ,  a  large  number  will  adjust  their  eating  habits  as  they  learn 
to  be  more  nutrition  conscious.  (It  is  important  to  note  that  immi¬ 
grant  Chinese  women  are  not  the  only  ones  making  diet  changes. 
Some  American-born  Chinese  women  have  incorporated  a  few  Chi¬ 
nese  traditions  into  their  diets  as  double  ensurance  for  a  successful 
pregnancy.  For  instance,  they  will  eat  “dong-gwee”  for  the  iron 
and  vitamin  B.) 

Whether  they  concur  on  their  prenatal  dietary  practices  or  not, 
Chinese  women  as  a  whole  have  always  advocated  good  eating 
habits  during  that  special  times  in  their  lives.  They  know  their  food 
choices  can  affect  the  outcome  of  their  pregnancies.  Therefore, 
most  become  more  nutrition  conscious,  and  those  who  were  not 
before  will  try  to  make  the  necessary  changes.  Even  the  ones  who 
misinterpret  “eating  for  two”  as  eating  twice  the  normal  amount  of 
food  seldom  ignore  nutrition.  In  the  words  of  one  woman  “lo-dek” 
babies  are  the  products  of  prenatal  diets  enriched  with  vitamins, 
minerals  and  protein.

Programs  Provide  Help  during  Pregnancy 

WIC  is  a  ten-year -old,  $1.1  billion  nutrition  program  which  serves 
pregnant  women,  nursing  mothers,  infants  and  children  potentially 
at  risk.  All  its  participating  hospitals  and  clinics  combined  now 
serve  2.35  million  women  and  children  nationwide.  For  more  infor¬ 
mation  about  WIC,  call  Maggie  Ma  or  Alice  Ng  at  482-7555.

(See  related 
article.)  There  they  heard 
ILGWU  New  England  Vice 
President-Director  Ronald 
Alman  and,  by  closed-circuit 
television,  ILGWU  National 
President  Sol  Chaikan  describe 
how  the  rising  level  of  imports 
over  the  years  has  led  to  factory 
closings  and  a  soaring  unem¬ 
ployment  rate  among  garment 
workers. 

According  to  union  statistics, 
the  level  of  apparel  imports  has 
climbed  from  3.6  per  cent  in 
1957  to  41  per  cent  in  1982. 
Over  the  same  period  of  time, 
the  unemployment  rate  in  the 
domestic  garment  manufactur¬ 
ing  industry  fluctuated  between 
a  low  of  5.9  per  cent  (compared 
to  a  national  rate  of  3.5  per  cent) 
and  am  unprecedented  high  last 
year  of  15.4  per  cent  (national 
rate  of  9.7  per  cent). 

Chaikan  said  the  problem  lies 
in  the  inherent  nature  of  the 
U.S.  garment  manufacturing 
business,  which  is  .  labor  inten¬ 
sive  and  unable  to  compete  with 
the  low  wages  of  foreign 
countries  where,  he  believes, 
workers  are  being  exploited. 
“Everybody  has  the  same 
equipment  and  work  capability. 
The  difference  is  wages,”  he 
said. 

Union  numbers  show  that 
while  the  average  hourly  wage 
for  garment  workers  is  $4.94  in 
the  U.S.,  it  is  16  cents  in  China, 
63  cents  in  South  Korea  and 
$1. 18  in  Hong  Kong.  The  three 
Asian  countries,  according  to 
the  union,  supply  48  per  cent  of 
the  toted  apparel  imports  in  the 
U.S. 

Chaikan  maintained  that  al¬ 
though  other  countries  have 
measures  which  protect  and 
support  their  domestic  indus¬ 
tries,  ticking  off  as  examples 
the  Common  Market  in  Europe, 
the  closed  markets  of  commu¬ 
nist  countries,  the  tariffs  in 
Japan  and  the  subsidized  im¬ 
ports  from  developing  nations, 
“we’ve  been  patsies.  .  we’ve 
been  the  most  open  trade 
society.” 

Calling  the  proposed  25  per 
cent  level  of  imports  “gener¬ 
ous,”  he  stated  that  the  union  is 
not  totally  unwilling  to  share  the 
U.S.  market  with  foreign  coun¬ 
tries,  but  added  that  “no 
country  should  allow  an  indus¬ 
try  to  go  down  the  drain 
because  of  some  elusive  theory 
of  free  trade.” 

Even  though  the  current 
Administration  believes  in  free 
trade,  “our  basic  contention  is 
that  there  is  no  such  thing  as 
free  trade  anymore,”  Alman 
explained.  “Other  countries 
protect  their  industries.  Ours 
does  not.  We’re  asking  for  fair 
trade.” 

Alman  noted  that  there  is  a 
misconception  within  Congress 
that  because  a  majority  of 
garment  workers  are  women 
they  earn  a  secondary  income 
for  their  household  which  is 
dispensible.  He  pointed  out 
that  the  garment  industry  pro¬ 
vides  employment  for  a  large 
number  of  minorities  and  new 
immigrant  workers  as  well. 
“People  work  there  because 
they  have  to  work  there  to  make 
a  living.  The  average  American 
worker  today  needs  two  in¬ 
comes,”  he  said. 

Chaikan  stated  that  when 
women  and  minorities  lose  their 
jobs,  they  have  little  chance  of 
re-employment  and  that  the 
high  technology  industry  cannot 
be  depended  on  to  take  up  the 
slack,  because  they  are  already 
opening  their  own  branches  in 
foreign  countries. 

There  appeared  to  be  a 
feeling  among  union  leaders 
that  American  retailers  who 
carry  imports  are  largely  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  current  plight 
of  the  domestic  garment  manu¬ 
facturing  industry.  Chaikan

Nearly  one-third  of  the  total 
garments  and  apparels  sold  in 
America  today  are  imported, 
which,  according  to  the  union, 
causes  unemployment  among 
its  members  to  reach  an  all  time 
high  of  15.4  percent. 

The  union  is  asking  Congress 
to  consider  passing  a  resolution 
that  would  roll  back  the  current 
41  percent  level  of  imported

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stated  that  large  retailers  with 
buying  offices  abroad  “are 
there  because  of  their  pervasive 
pursuit  of  profit’’  and  that  other 
retailers  may  not  be  aware  that 
domestic  manufacturers  can 
often  offer  them  the  same 
quality  product  for  the  same 
price  as  imports  brought  in  by 
middle-men. 

Verrick  French,  senior  vice 
president  for  governmental 
affairs  for  the  Washington, 
D.C.  office  of  the  National 
Retail  Merchants  Association 
(NRMA),  disagreed.  In  a  tele¬ 
phone  interview,  he  said  that 
because  foreign  suppliers  ask 
for  payment  upfront,  often 
refuse  to  take  back  defective 
merchandise  and  cannot  always 
re-supply  on  demand,  imports 
are  actually  more  costly  for 
retailers.  Retailers  oftentimes 
order  imports  because  they 
cannot  get  items,  such  as  wool 
sweaters,  as  domestically  man¬ 
ufactured  goods,  he  noted. 

French  also  contended  that 
the  high  unemployment  rate  in 
the  garment  industry  is  not 
entirely  attributable  to  the 
current  level  of  imports.  He  said 
that  increased  mechanization 
and  productivity  gains  in  the 
textile  and  apparel  industries 
have  made  them  less  labor 
intensive. 

He  suggested  that  the  union 
£ould  better  deal  with  its 


garments  to  25  percent. 

Many  of  the  Chinese  women 
at  the  rally  confirmed  their  sup¬ 
port  of  the  union’s  attempt  to 
curb  import  garments.  Some  of 
them,  who  have  worked  in  the 
garment  shops  for  more  than 
ten  years,  felt  that  for  the  first 
time  their  jobs  are  seriously  at 
stake. 

Some  said  they  have  already 
been  out  of  work  for  half  a  year. 
Those  who  are  still  working  said 
that  they  only  have  one  or  two 
days  of  work  a  week.  A  few 
years  ago,  during  good  times, 
they  worked  as  many  as  five  and 
often  even  five  and  a  half  days  a 
week,  one  woman  claimed. 


unemployment  rate  by  working 
to  strengthen  and  increase 
funding  for  programs  such  as 
the  Trade  Adjustment  Assist¬ 
ance  Program,  which  provides 
retraining  and  unemployment 
assistance  to  workers  in  indus¬ 
tries  which  have  demonstrated 
that  they  have  been  econom¬ 
ically  harmed  by  imports. 

Of  the  products  sold  by  the 
4,000  domestic  firms  which  are 
members  of  the  NRMA,  French 
said,  10  per  cent  are  imports 
and  another  6  to  7  per  cent  are 
made  under  Section  807  of  the 
U.S.  Tariff  Code. 

Section  807,  which  the  union 
has  sought  to  repeal,  allows 
U.S.  companies  to  cut  fabric  in 
this  country,  but  send  the 
pieces  abroad  for  stitching.  The 
companies  pay  duty  only  on  the 
work  done  abroad,  and  the  work 
done  abroad  is  usually  a  small 
percentage  of  the  total  value  of 
the  product  because  of  low 
wages  and  overhead,  according 
to  Walter  Mankoff,  assistant 
research  director  for  the 
ILGWU  national  office  in  New 
York.  He  added  that  manu¬ 
facturers  are  more  likely  to 
make  use  of  Section  807  than 
retailers. 

Mankoff  said  that  imports  can 
come  into  this  country  three 
ways:  through  retailers  with 
buying  offices  abroad,  middle¬ 
men  who  arrange  for  production 
abroad  and  manufacturers  who 
take  advantage  of  Section  807. 
He  said  that  although  the  union 
had  no  percentages  on  the 
number  of  clothing  imports 
which  come  in  each  way,  “in 
the  broadest  terms’’  8  per  cent 


Jobs  started  to  dwindle  last 
year,  one  young  mother  with 
two  children  said.  The  income 
she  used  to  earn  from  the  gar¬ 
ment  shop  helped  to  bring  more 
security  and  comfort  for  her 
family. 

Two  immigrants  from  Hong 
Kong  who  have  been  in  the  in¬ 
dustry  for  eight  years  said  that 
so  far  this  year’s  business  has 
been  the  worst. 

The  garment  industry  has 
always  been  identified  with 
minorities,  immigrants  and 
women.  Nearly  all  early  Chi¬ 
nese  female  immigrants  who 
settled  in  Chinatown  ultimately 
joined  the  garment  work  force 
because  of  their  lack  of  English 
skills,  which  limited  their  job 
choices  and  prevented  them 
from  venturing  further  away 
from  the  safety  net  of  China¬ 
town  and  home. 

Another  reason  that  Chinese 
women  traditionally  become 
garment  workers,  according  to 
Katie  Quan,  an  eight-year  vet¬ 
eran  in  the  industry  in  New 
York,  is  that  manufacturers  see 
the  group  as  a  source  of  cheap 
labor. 

To  date,  the  wage  rate  of  gar¬ 
ment  workers  are  still  among 
the  lowest  15  percentile  of  in¬ 
come,  ILGWU  president  Sol 
Chaikin  pointed  out. 

Even  with  the  low  wage, 
many  Chinese  families  relied  on 
the  extra  income  to  make  it,  re¬ 
marked  Suzanne  Lee,  chair  of 
Chinese  People’s  Progressive 
Association  (CPPA). 

Besides  helping  to  pay  the 
expenses  in  the  family,  most 
women  workers  also  brought 
home  the  luxury  of  medical  in¬ 
surance  which  most  husbands 
who  are  restaurant  workers  do 
not  have.  Consequently  many 
joined  the  ILGWU  with  only  the 
various  benefits  it  provides  in 
mind. 

According  to  Lee,  other  than 
the  pension,  vacation  pay  and 
medical  insurance,  Chinese 
members  generally  do  not  know 
what  other  rights  and  obliga¬ 
tions  they  have  as  union  mem¬ 
bers. 

In  1978,  500  seamtresses 

signed  a  petition  asking  the 
local  union  to  translate  union 
documents  and  notices  into 
Chinese.  They  were  confronted 
with  indifference  on  the  part  of 
the  union,  according  to  Lee. 
“They  (Chinese  members)  do 


come  in  under  Section  807. 

French  said  the  NRMA  has 
historically  been  opposed  to  any 
roll  back  in  the  level  of  apparel 
imports  and  that  the  association 
would  lobby  against  the  union’s 
proposed  resolution  “to  the 
extent  that  it  is  serious.’’ 

“I’m  not  sure  at  all  this  is  a 
serious  effort,”  he  explained. 
“A  resolution  doesn’t  have  the 
force  of  law  or  include  how  the 
executive  (branch)  will  carry  it 
out.  I  tend  to  think  a  resolution 
of  that  kind  is  an  outlet  for  any 
point  of  view.  If  they  want  to 
have  a  serious  impact,  I  think 
they  would  try  to  introduce  a  bill 
and  try  to  legislate  on  this.” 

However,  if  the  resolution  is 
passed  and  implemented,  he 
said  it  would  have  a  “devastat¬ 
ing  effect  on  a  lot  of  our  trading 
partners  and  could  set  off  the 
balance  of  trade  and  adversely 
affect  the  U.S.  during  a  time  of 
deep  recession,”  as  well  as 
have  a  direct  impact  on  retailers 
by  elevating  the  cost  of  imports. 

He  added  that  the  apparel 
and  textile  industries  are  prob¬ 
ably  among  the  most  heavily 
protected  in  this  country  with  its 
rigid  quota  systems  which  have 
been  getting  tighter  for  years. 
“I  don’t  know  how  much  more 
they  can  want,”  he  said. 

Mankoff  said  the  union  is  not 
asking  Congress  to  pass  a  bill  to 
reduce  the  level  of  apparel 
imports  because  the  legislative 
process  would  take  longer  and 
the  end  result  would  be  the 
same,  the  Administration  would 
still  be  responsible  for  negoti¬ 
ating  quotas  with  the  countries 
affected. 


not  participate  fully  in  union 
activities  because  the  majority 
of  them  cannot  speak  English,” 
said  Marilyn  Lee-Tom,  director 
of  the  Chinatown  Land  and 
Housing  Development  Task 
Force. 

“They  are  not  that  aware  of 
what  a  union  can  do  for  them,” 
she  added. 

Other  union  workers  inter¬ 
viewed  by  SAMPAN  felt  that 
the  union,  on  the  whole,  is  not 
doing  a  bad  job.  They  said  that 
the  union  has  stood  behind 
them  when  the  garment  shops 
had  to  move  to  the  South  Boston 
area  due  to  Tufts  expansion. 
The  union,  according  to  these 
workers,  was  genuinely  con¬ 
cerned  about  the  800  jobs  in¬ 
volved  in  the  relocation  of  the 
shops. 

As  usual,  with  little  encour¬ 
agement  of  two-way  communi¬ 
cation,  the  majority  of  the  Chi¬ 
nese  members  who  participated 
at  the  teleconference  did  not 
know  much  about  what  hap¬ 
pened  during  the  meeting  and 
what  would  happen  next. 

At  the  rally,  ILGWU  did  dis¬ 
tribute  a  pink  sheet,  written  in 
Chinese,  entitled  “Your  occu¬ 
pation  is  at  peril,”  explaining 
briefly  that  the  American  gar¬ 
ment  industry’s  very  existence 

is  endangered  by  imports.  It 
went  on  to  say  that  hundreds 
and  thousands  of  union  mem¬ 
bers  are  already  out  of  work< 
and  anyone  can  be  the  next  one 
to  become  unemployed. 

Although  it  was  expected  that 
large  numbers  of  Chinese  would 
turn  up  at  the  rally,  no  interpre¬ 
tation  service  was  provided. 
One  union  employee  explained 
that  a  Chinese  business  agent 
was  supposed  to  interpret  the 
speech  made  by  Ronald  Alman, 
but  due  to  the  business  agent’s 
reluctance  to  speak  in  front  of  a 
huge  audience  and  the  fact  that 
she  was  not  feeling  well,  she 


declined  to  act  as  interpreter. 

As  a  result,  speakers  were 
fervently  talking  about  import 
percentages,  quoting  specific 
hourly  wages  in  Asian  coun¬ 
tries,  saying  that  the  import 
countries  would  “produce  any¬ 
thing  under  the  sun,”  and  blam¬ 
ing  the  government  for  not  pro¬ 
tecting  local  industries,  while 
everywhere  else  in  the  room, 
women  were  milling  around, 
chatting  and  joking  in  their  own 
language. 

One  American  woman  was 
overheard  complaining  to  a  un¬ 
ion  employee  that  she  could  not 
hear  one  word  on  stage  or  via 
satellite  because  the  other  wo¬ 
men  around  her  were  all  talking 
at  the  same  time. 

Despite  the  fact  that  they  did 
not  know  the  whole  picture,  the 
women  appeared  enthusiastic 
about  the  entire  event.  An  older 
woman,  about  50  years  of  age, 
said  she  has  been  a  stitcher  ever 
since  she  immigrated  to  America 
16  years  ago.  She  did  not  know 
exactly  the  purpose  of  the  meet¬ 
ing.  All  she  knew  was  that  com¬ 
ing  to  it  would  in  some  way  help 
her  to  get  back  to  work. 

The  issue  of  import  quotas 
has  so  far  been  the  main  con¬ 
cern  of  the  union.  However, 

both  CPPA  and  Task  Foree 

resentatives  felt  that  the  import 
problem  is  not  the  only  culprit 
of  the  widespread  unemploy¬ 
ment  situation  in  the  garment 
industry.  They  said  the  coun¬ 
try’s  economy  is  changing  peo¬ 
ple’s  habit  of  spending.  They  no 
longer  spend  so  much  on 
clothes  and  food.  As  a  result, 
both  the  garment  and  restau¬ 
rant  businesses  slow  down 
considerably.  Moreover,  many 
non-unionized  garment  shops  in 
the  southern  part  of  the  country 
are  snatching  more  and  more 
businesses  away  from  the  un¬ 
ionized  shops  in  the  east  and 
mid- west.

The  above  public  hearing  is  being  held  in  compliance  with  appropriate 
federal  regulations  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  views  and  recom¬ 
mendations  of  residents  of  the  city  in  regard  to  the  application  for,  and 
expenditure  of,  Community  Development  Block  Grants  (CDBG).  These 
funds  are  to  be  spent  in  a  timely  manner  for  activities  which  will  alleviate 
unemployment  in  the  city. 

The  hearing  will  provide  citizens  the  opportunity  to  discuss  the  housing 
and  community  development  needs  of  their  neighborhoods.  The  doors 
will  be  open  at  6:30  p.m.  for  residents  to  sign  up  to  speak  Remarks  will 
be  limited  to  five  minutes  but  may  be  supplemented  by  a  written  submis¬ 
sion.  There  will  be  a  brief  presentation  by  city  officials  at  the  beginning  of 
the  program.  The  room  is  accessible  to  handicapped  persons. 

Eligible  programs  and  activities  under  CDBG  include:  -  1)  commercial 
areas  and  housing  rehabilitation:  2)  acquisition,  construction  or  rehabili¬ 
tation  of  neighborhood  centers,  parks,  streets  and  similar  facilities: 
3)  demolition  of  dilapidated  buildings:  4)  modernization  of  publicly  owned 
low-income  housing:  5)  housing  code  improvements:  and.  6)  neighbor¬ 
hood  security  and  human  services  programs  It  is  the  intent  of  the  legisla¬ 
tion  that  priority  be  given  to  projects  which  will  alleviate  unemployment  in 
the  city.

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and  medical  center’s  long  his¬ 
tory  of  intrusion  and  destruction 
of  Chinatown.” 

“The  result  of  (Tufts'  and 
NEMC’s)  expansion  are  the 
severe  shortage  of  housing, 
jobs,  community  services  and 
the  dispersal  of  many  resi¬ 
dents,”  Lee-Tom  continued. 
She  gave  as  an  example  the  site 
of  the  proposed  HSEB,  where 
until  1979  there  used  to  be 
housing  for  90  Chinese  families, 
adding  that  each  new  develop¬ 
ment  in  the  area,  whether 
initiated  by  the  two  institutions 
or  other  developers,  has  given 
rise  to  real  estate  speculation 
and  escalating  rents  which  have 
forced  additional  residents  out 
of  the  neighborhood.  In  terms  of 
jobs,  she  said,  the  medical 
center  caused  the  displacement 
of  800  garment  worker  jobs,  a 
majority  of  which  were  held  by 
Chinese  women,  when  in  1981  it 
took  over  the  leases  to  15  and  35 
Kneeland  St.  where  a  number 
of  garment  factories  were 
housed.  She  stated  that  the 
displacement  of  the  garment 
companies  in  turn  will  affect 
local  business  and  community 
agencies  that  serve  the  Chinese 
population. 

In  describing  the  institutions’ 
continued  insensitivity  toward 
the  Chinese  community,  Lee- 
Tom  cited  an  instance  recently 
when  the  university  and 
medical  center  were  “keeping 
the  community  in  the  dark 
about  its  master  plan  and  not 
recognizing  the  need  to  com¬ 
municate  with  representatives 
of  the  community.” 

Although  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Appeals  in  mid-February  in¬ 
structed  Tufts  to  improve  com¬ 
munications  with  Chinatown, 
the  two  groups  have  yet  to 
meet,  she  added. 

Lawrence  Cheng,  an  architect 
and  also  a  member  of  the  Task 
Force,  provided  a  critique  of  the 
Tufts-NEMC  master  plan.  He 
stated  that  the  environmental 
impact  study  which  accompan¬ 
ied  the  master  plan  was  “gross¬ 
ly  inadequate  in  its  investiga¬ 
tions,”  because  it  concluded 
that  the  only  potential  environ¬ 
mental  impact  of  the  institu¬ 
tions’  proposed  developments 
was  the  relocation  of  the 
garment  companies  from  15  and 
35  Kneeland  St. 

Cheng  pointed  out  that  the 
study  included  results  from  air 
quality  monitoring  tests  that 
were  made  at  locations  outside 


the  Chinatown  and  Tufts- 
NEMC  area,  that  no  data  was 
provided  on  the  potential  health 
hazards  to  the  surrounding 
community  of  emissions  from 
two  chimney  stacks  for  inciner¬ 
ators  which  burn  human  patho¬ 
logical  and  animal  specimens 
and  that  it  ignores  the  problems 
of  noise,  pedestrian  safety  and 
air  pollution  which  could  arise 
from  two  proposed  parking 
facilities  at  Oak  and  Harvard 
Sts. 

Cheng  also  urged  NEMC  to 
delay  the  development  of  new 
programs  such  as  the  Dept,  of 
Pharmacology  and  Medical 
Genetics,  which  he  believes 
would  compete  with  existing 
facilities  for  space  and  re¬ 
sources  and,  therefore,  lead  to 
expansion  into  the  surrounding 
community.  He  proposed  that 
development  of  the  programs 
be  postponed  until  the  medical 
center  prepares  “more  careful 
investigation”  and  enters  a 
“more  sincere  dialogue”  with 
the  Chinese  community. 

In  addition,  he  said,  the 
institutions’  proposed  new 
buildings  are  “totally  alien”  to 
the  surrounding  residential 
neighborhood,  citing  as  ex¬ 
amples  the  12-story  Veterinary 
School,  the  15-story  building 
next  to  Oak  St.  and  the  new 
HSEB  building  which  would 
include  a  bridge  crossing  over 
Harrison  Ave. 

He  called  upon  Tufts  and 
NEMC  to  openly  discuss  its 
plan  for  providing  housing  for 
its  staff  and  students  with 
Chinatown  and  to  perform, 
along  with  the  Chinese  com¬ 
munity,  an  indepth  study  of  the 
impact  of  the  master  plan  on  the 


Alfred  Wong,  a  member  of 
the  SCCHC  board,  outlined  his 
agency’s  response  to  the  master 
plan.  He  said  that  health  care 
has  always  been  a  special  need 
for  Chinatown,  because  Asian 
immigrants  and  refugees  need 
instruction  to  a  specialized  and 
complicated  health  care  system, 
need  care  in  their  own  language 
and  generally  need  more  health 
care  than  people  who  are  born 
and  raised  in  this  country.  He 
added  that  doctors  who  care  for 
immigrants  and  refugees  must 
learn  that  the  health  care  of 
these  groups  is  no  different 
them  for  any  other  immigrant 
group. 

“We  regret  that  Tufts  has  not 
worked  with  our  community  to 
bridge  a  research  gap  that 
would  help  us  learn  more  about 
what  we  do  here  at  the  health 
center,”  Wong  said.  “We 
regret  that  the  Tufts  medical 
and  dental  schools  have  not 
trained  more  health  care  parties 
working  either  in  our  com¬ 
munity  or  in  other  Asian 
communities  throughout  the 
U.S.”  He  also  said  there  is  a 
scarcity  of  Asian  professionals 
at  all  levels  of  management  at 
Tufts  and  NEMC. 

Wong  suggested  that  the 
“health  of  this  community  be 
met  by  a  joint  planning  process 
that  addresses  two  more  basic 
needs— that  of  housing  and 
employment,  basic  necessities 
of  life.” 

Mary  Chin,  a  CACA  board 
member,  took  issue  with  claims 
by  Tufts  of  an  employment  rate 
of  4  per  cent  Asians  and  by 
NEMC  of  an  employment  rate 
of  5  per  cent  Asians  in 
comparison  to  the  1.4  per  cent 
Asian  population  in  the  greater 


Boston  metropolitan  area.  They 
would  be  better  advised  to 
compare  their  employment 
rates  to  the  size  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  in  the  immediate  neighbor¬ 
hood.  census  tracts  702,  704  and 
705,  which  shows  a  48  per  cent 
Asian  population,  she  said. 

She  suggested  that  with  his 
appointment  to  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Boston  Private 
Industry  Council,  which  will 
become  a  central  policymaking 
body  for  planning  and  oversight 
of  all  publicly-funded  training 
programs  for  adults  and  youth, 
NEMC  President  Jerome 
Grossman  has  “a  particularly 
crucial  role  to  play,  an  obliga¬ 
tion  to  ensure  that  Asian 
Americans  are  not  overlooked 
and  that  Private  Industry  Coun¬ 
cil  executives  are  sensitized  to 
the  employment  and  training 
needs  of  Asian  immigrants  and 
refugees.”  Because  of  language 
difficulties,  immigrants  and  ref¬ 
ugees  have  a  hard  time  finding 
jobs,  she  said. 

Moreover,  she  continued, 
while  the  traditional  job  market 
for  Chinatown  residents  has 
become  saturated,  there  is  less 
opportunity  for  community  de¬ 
velopment,  revitalization  and 
innovative  enterprises  to  ex¬ 
pand  the  employment  hase  of 
Chinatown.  “Because  of  Tufts 
own  status  in  the  city  and  its 
particular  commonality  of  inter¬ 
est  with  its  neighbor,  China¬ 
town,  we  feel  that  Tufts  should 
actively  pursue  a  policy  of 
hiring  more  Asian  Americans 
for  jobs  in  its  own  facilities,” 
she  said.  She  also  called  upon 
Tufts  and  NEMC  to  join  the 
coalition  in  a  jobs  task  force  to 
help  create  a  city-wide  climate 
for  greater  employment  oppor¬ 


tunities  for  Asian  Americans. 

QSCC  Executive  Director  Bob 
Bickerton  described  the  plight 
of  current  day  care  and  ESL 
programs  in  the  community. 
The  Acorn  Day  Care  Center,  the 
only  Chinese  bilingual  day  care 
center  in  the  city,  has  a  waiting 
list  of  150  children.  The  waiting 
list  for  adult  ESL  classes  tops 
600  and  the  youth  ESL  classes 
with  its  50  slots  can  only  accom¬ 
modate  a  fraction  of  the  South¬ 
east  Asian  refugees  seeking  to 
learn  English.  “Meanwhile 
these  people  have  to  struggle  to 
live,  work  and  get  services  in  a 
stubbornly  monolingual  Bos¬ 
ton,”  he  said. 

“These  programs  will  not  be 
able  to  expand  and  keep  up  with 
demand  if  Tufts  and  NEMC  and 
other  developers  continue  to 
have  their  way.  Already  three 
Chinatown  ESL  programs  have 
been  forced  to  close  due  to 
escalating  rental  costs  and 
diminished  funding,”  he  said. 

Moreover,  he  added,  Tufts  is 
now  proposing  the  “intoler¬ 
able”  by  planning  to  tear  down 
the  building  at  34  Oak  St.  which 
currently  houses  the  Acorn  Day 
Care  Center  and  replacing  it 
with  a  nine-story  garage. 

Regina  Lee,  of  the  Chinatown 
Housing  and  Land  Development 
Task  Force,  who  chaired  the 
community  meeting,  closed  the 
presentations  by  outlining  the 
coalition’s  proposals. 

She  said  the  coalition  had 
begun  a  planning  process  over 
recent  weeks  to  work  towards 
the  goal  of  creating  700  new 
housing  units  immediately  and 
90  additional  units  each  follow¬ 
ing  year,  and  of  expanding 
Chinatown’s  job  base  beyond 
the  garment  and  restaurant 
industries  by  looking  to  Tufts, 
NEMC  and  other  major  de¬ 
velopers  in  the  area  to  begin 
supplying  “meaningful  employ¬ 
ment”  to  the  Chinese  commu¬ 
nity. 

“In  order  for  the  planning 
process  to  be  successfully  un¬ 
derway,  we  ask  Tufts  to  agree  to 
a  moratorium  on  expansion. 
The  moratorium  will  be  an 
indication  of  Tufts’  good  faith  in 
dealing  with  the  Chinese  com¬ 
munity  and  will  promote  a 
meaningful  dialogue  between 
Chinatown  and  Tufts,”  she 
said. 

Politicians  at  the  meeting 
who  responded  to  a  request  by 
Lee  to  voice  their  support  of  the 
coalition’s  goals  included:  may- 
oral  candidates  former  Rep¬ 
resentative  Mel  King,  City 
Councilor  Raymond  Flynn,  for¬ 
mer  MBTA  Director  Robert 
Kiley  and  Socialist  Party  Candi¬ 
date  Eloise  Linger;  City  Council 
Candidate  Mike  Taylor,  School 
Committee  Candidate  Dr.  Larry 
Singleton;  and  City  Councilor 
Bruce  Bolling,  Jr.  A  representa¬ 
tive  for  mayoral  candidate  Den¬ 
nis  Kearney  also  attended  the 
community  meeting,  and  City 
Councilor  Albert  O’Neill  at¬ 
tended  the  press  conference. 

During  the  community  meet¬ 
ing,  coalition  members  also 
circulated  a  petition  advocating 
their  proposals  for  more  hous¬ 
ing  and  jobs,  a  joint  planning 
process  and  a  moratorium.  The 
coalition  is  hoping  to  get  5000 
signatures  on  the  petition  be¬ 
fore  it  is  presented  to  the 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  May 
17  when  the  HSEB  application 
for  a  zoning  variance  will  be 
considered. 

Tufts  and  NEMC  Respond 

When  asked  to  comment  on 
the  coalition’s  proposals,  Henry 
T.  Wilson  of  the  Tufts  Health 
Sciences  Center,  replied  with 
the  following  prepared  state¬ 
ment:  “We  applaud  the  com¬ 
munity’s  effort  to  initiate  a 
planning  process  to  address  the 
issues  of  housing  and  jobs  for 
Chinatown.  For, for  too  long,  the 
Chinatown  neighborhood  has 
been  without  a  master  plan  or 
blueprint  for  its  future  develop¬ 
ment.

BOOK  REVIEW 


A  Lesson  on  Blind  Obedience 


“Those  who  had  once  been  comrades 
became  mortal  enemies,  and  the  streets 
of  Changsha  ran  with  blood  in  the  humid 
hundred-degree  heat  of  August  .  A 
civil  war  was  going  on,  each  side  claim¬ 
ing  to  love  Chairman  Mao  better  than 
the  other  .  .  .  The  Rebels  Red  Guards 
had  guns  now,  and  more.  They  had 
grenades  and  bayonets  and  machine 
guns  and  cannons  and  tanks,  anti-mis¬ 
siles  ...  It  was  during  this  gory  climax 
that  people  began  to  realize  that  the 
Cultural  Revolution  would  never  make 
sense.”

Son  of  the  Revolution  is  the  powerful 
and  gripping  story  of  how  Liang  Heng 
grew  up  amidst  the  political  turmoil  and 
complexities  of  the  Great  Proletarian 


Cultural  Revolution  that  stretched  from 
the  mid-1960’s  until  the  death  of  Mao 
Zedong  and  beyond  to  present-day 
China. 

As  a  youngster  in  the  city  of  Changsha, 
Central  China  he  saw  his  family  shatter¬ 
ed  by  the  accusation  that  his  mother,  a 
local  police  bureaucrat,  was  a  “rightist” 
because  she  had  criticized  a  superior.  In 
a  family  loyal  to  the  Party,  this  incident 
precipitated  her  divorce  from  Liang’s  fa¬ 
ther,  a  known  intellectual  and  news¬ 
paper  editor.  Torn  between  his  affection 
for  his  wife  and  his  loyalty  to  the  Party, 
he  chose  the  Party.  She  was  forced  to 
move  out. 

As  the  Red  Guard  movement  grew, 
Liang  and  his  two  older  sisters  were 
swept  up  in  the  political  tidal  wave.  He 
participated  in  the  ill-fated  “children’s 
crusade”  known  as  the  “New  Long 
March”  where  he  almost  starved  and 
froze.  His  father,  meanwhile,  was  ac¬ 
cused  of  being  “anti-party”  and  “anti- 
Socialism.”  After  losing  his  job  as  a 
journalist  and  being  terrorized  by 
book-burning  Red  Guards,  he  was  sent 
to  a  cadre  “thought  reform”  program  far 
from  home. 


Through  great  tenacity  and  ettort, 
Liang  was  able  to  go  to  Beijing  to  see  the 
Great  Helmsman  Mao  himself  along 
with  his  Red  Guard  comrades.  However, 
he  became  disillusioned  with  the  sectar¬ 
ian  politics  of  Beijing  and  returned  home 
to  see  the  same  kind  of  factionalism  in 
his  hometown.  Here  he  observed  the 
local  Red  Guard  sects  combatting  each 
other  in  the  street  with  modern 
weaponry.  Former  friends  and  family 
members  were  killing  each  other.  Atroc¬ 
ities  were  not  uncommon.  After  seeing  a 
gang  rape  by  Red  Guard  members,  his 
disillusionment  increased.  At  this  point, 
Liang  became  a  “lumpen”  proletariat— 
living  on  the  streets,  smoking,  drinking, 
stealing,  fighting  and  doing  an  assort¬ 
ment  of  odd  jobs  as  a  manual  laborer. 
Meanwhile  his  sisters  were  sent  to  the 
country  side  for  “re-education  and 
reform.” 

Father  and  son  were  eventually  re¬ 
united  when  the  former  was  released 
from  the  “reform”  program.  They  were 
then  sent  as  part  of  a  team  of  city 
dwellers  to  the  countryside  to  raise  the

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“We  are  receptive  also  to  the 
concept  of  a  joint  planning 
process  involving  additional 
participants  as  long  as  existing 
property  rights  of  each  of  the 
participants  are  respected. 

“Regarding  the  provision  of 
additional  housing,  we  believe 
Tufts  can  be  helpful — certainly 
in  the  early  stages  of  develop¬ 
ment.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  a  very 
imaginative  proposal  is  current¬ 
ly  being  explored  with  approp¬ 
riate  agencies  that  could  pro¬ 
vide,  with  Tufts  assistance,  up 
to  150  units  of  housing  fairly 
swiftly.  This  would  be  a  . good 
start  toward  the  700  units  called 
for  by  the  community. 

“Regarding  expanded  job 
opportunities,  our  institutions 
have  had  a  good  record  in 
recent  years  of  employing  Chin¬ 
ese  and  other  Asian  people. 
This  group  now  accounts  for  4  to 
5  percent  of  our  employees, 
whereas  the  pool  of  Chinese  and 
other  Asians  in  the  greater 
Boston  metropolitan  area  ac¬ 
counts  for  less  than  1  per  cent. 
Nevertheless,  there  is  always 
room  for  improvement. 

“As  for  a  moratorium  on 
building  projects,  here  we  are 
unalterably  opposed  to  the  idea. 

“Finally,  some  of  the  state¬ 
ments  made  by  coalition  rep- 
resentatives  at  yesterday  s 
news  conference  were  com¬ 
pletely  off  the  wall  and  are 
beginning  to  sound  like  ‘the  big 
lie.’  Inaccurate  and  misleading 
information  about  Chinatown  s 

population  statistics,  its  dimin¬ 
ishing  acreage  and  housing 
stock,  and  Tufts  alleged  expan¬ 
sion  into  Chinatown  only 
served  to  exacerbate  an  already 
tense  situation. 

In  expanding  upon  his  pre¬ 
pared  remarks,  Wilson  said  that 
he  doubted  whether  the  popula¬ 
tion  statistics  provided  by  coali¬ 
tion  members  during  the  press 
conference  were  correct.  (The 
coalition  had  estimated  a  China¬ 
town  population  of  between 
2000  and  20,000,  saying  that  an 
accurate  count  was  impossible 
because  of  the  large  influx  of 
refugees  and  the  lack  of  census 
information  by  neighborhood 
blocks.}  Furthermore,  he  said, 
the  coalition  failed  to  show 
where  Chinatown  has  lost  acre¬ 
age  to  Tufts. 

He  also  took  issue  with  the 
•  use  of  the  word  “expansion”  by 


the  coalition,  stressing  that  the 
university  has  been  ‘  ‘very  care¬ 
ful”  to  keep  within  its  boun¬ 
daries  when  planning  new 
developments. 

Wilson  declined  to  elaborate 
on  the  150-unit  housing  pro¬ 
posal  mentioned  in  his  state¬ 
ment,  because  “it’s  so  sensitive 
at  this  stage.”  He  would  only 
state  that  discussions  were 
taking  place  within  the  institu¬ 
tion  as  well  as  with  the  BRA  and 
that  it  would  be  a  topic  of 
discussion  at  a  future  meeting 
with  community  representa¬ 
tives.  (In  response  to  instruc¬ 
tions  from  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Appeals  to  improve  communica¬ 
tions  with  the  community.  Tufts 
had  initially  planned  to  meet 


with  Chinatown  representatives 
April  28,  rescheduled  the  meet¬ 
ing  for  May  3  and,  as  this  issue 
went  to  press,  planned  another 
meeting  for  the  end  of  the  first 
week  in  May.) 

In  a  separate  interview, 
James  O.  Boy lan  of  the  New 
England  Medical  Center  stated 
that  the  medical  center  was 
ready  to  enter  a  partnership 
with  the  coalition  to  work  on  the 
issues  of  housing  and  jobs,  two 
areas  which  the  institution  also 
believes  are  priorities  in  the 
neighborhood. 

He  said  that  with  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  the  coalition  and  its 
statement  of  goals  and  the  city’s 

commitment  to  revitalization , 
particularly  the  mayor’s  en¬ 


dorsement  of  and  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce’s  interest  in  the 
concept  of  a  center  city,  the 
“time  is  right”  to  enter  such  a 
partnership.  “We  are  anxious 
to  put  that  together,”  he  added. 

The  medical  center  will  seek 
to  work  with  the  coalition  to 
create  ‘  ‘overall  economic  oppor¬ 
tunity  in  this  area,”  he  stated, 
adding  that  the  medical  center 
alone  would  not  provide  a  wide 
enough  base  upon  which  to 
expand  employment  opportuni¬ 
ties  for  the  community. 

Although  he  declined  to 
comment  on  the  proposed  mora¬ 
torium,  Boylan  said  the  medical 
center  strongly  supports  the 

construction  of  the  HSEB  be¬ 
cause  it  is  ‘ 'vitally  important" 


to  the  Tufts  health  sciences 
schools.  (The  $2.3  million  HSEB 
proposal  is  the  one  Tufts  project 
immediately  at  stake  if  the 
moratorium  were  to  take  place.) 

Carole  Mathieson  of  the  BRA 
stated,  “we  are  pleased  to  see 
such  unanimity  and  support  in 
the  community,  and  it’s  good  to 
see  a  group  which  represents 
the  community  that  we  can  work 
with.” 

She  added  that  the  BRA 
agrees  with  the  coalition’s 
general  goals  of  more  housing 
and  jobs  for  the  community  and 
the  establishment  of  a  joint 
planning  process,  but  said  “I’m 
not  sure  the  (housing)  unit

“socialist  consciousness’’  of  the  poor 
peasants  who  were  resisting  collectivi¬ 
zation  of  their  economy.  Unfortunately, 
the  traditional  conflicts  between  peas¬ 
ants  and  urbanites  suffered  further  from 
the  “consciousness-raising”  interference 
of  the  local  Party  chiefs,  thus  making  it 
more  difficult  for  Liang  and  his  father  to 
adapt  to  their  new  environment. 

During  this  period,  Liang  seriously 
contemplated  suicide.  But  he  resisted 
this  despairing  urge  to  die,  seeking  in¬ 
stead  to  live  to  understand  why  all  the 
revolutionary  rhetoric  offered  so  little  to 
his  family  and  friends  who  suffered  so 
much  for  the  building  of  a  ‘  ‘new  Socialist 
society.” 

Ironically,  it  was  basketball  that  finally 
saved  Liang  from  further  degradation. 
As  he  grew  stronger  and  taller  (up  to 
6’ 11”),  he  became  an  excellent  player 
and  finally  got  a  decent,  good-paying  job 
in  a  local  factory  that  had  its  own  league 
team.  During  the  same  time,  he  fell  in 
love  with  the  daughter  of  a  high-level 
military  commander,  but  the  short-lived 
romance  was  aborted  by  the  father, 
whose  class  attitude  despised  Liang’s 
family  background. 

After  numerous  bribes  and  “back¬ 
door”  influences,  Liang  was  able  to  take 
the  national  college  exams  (recently  re¬ 
instated)  so  he  could  leave  the  factory  for 
school.  Here  he  met  his  future  wife, 
Judith  Shapiro,  an  American  teacher  of 
English  literature  and  language.  But 
again  Liang’s  romantic  interests  en¬ 
countered  obstacles  to  marriage,  that  is, 
until  his  fiancee  wrote  an  appeal  directly 
to  Vice  Premier  Deng  Xiaoping,  who 
approved  of  the  marriage.  Liang  and 
Judith  became  one  of  the  first  Chinese/ 
American  couples  since  the  change  in 
Sino-American  relations  in  the  early 
1970’s  (Liang  currently  lives  with  his 
wife  in  New  York  City,  where  he  is  a 
candidate  at  Columbia  University.) 

For  those  who  still  harbor  naive, 
romantic  notions  about  the  Cultural 
Revolution,  Son  of  the  Revolution  is  a 
must-read.  But  for  the  average  Ameri¬ 
can  reader  of  any  national  origin,  relig¬ 


ion  or  creed,  this  book  is  an  important 
lesson  on  the  terror  and  stupidity  of 
blind  obedience  to  any  institution, 
whether  it  be  State,  Church  or  Party. 
Like  the  terrifying  descriptions  of 
Stalin’s  1930’s  “show  trials”  where  old 
Bolsheviks  and  former  comrade-in-arms 
of  Stalin  were  condemned  as  counter¬ 
revolutionaries,  Liang’s  book  revealed 
that  the  Machiavellian  politics  of  decep¬ 
tion,  revenge  and  mass  hysteria  of 
China’s  revolutionary  cadres  were  quite 
similar  to  the  politics  of  Stalin's  Soviet 
Russia  as  documented  in  the  famed  The 
God  that  Failed  (1956). 

Of  course  this  is  not  to  demean  the 
achievements  of  the  Chinese  Communist 
Party  in  terms  of  raising  the  quality  of 
life  for  the  average  peasant  and  urban 
worker  in  medical  care,  education, 
housing,  etc.  Or  of  the  heroic  struggle 
against  the  Japanese  invaders  or  against 
the  despotism  of  Chiang  Kai-Shek’s 
Kuomintang  Party,  financed  by  big 
bankers  and  industrialists  backed  by  for¬ 
eign  interests. 

However,  “revolutionary  vanguard- 
ists”  are  human,  too  ...  all  too  human. 
It  is  clear  from  Liang’s  accounts  (as  well 
as  others’)  that  class  stratification,  influ¬ 
ence-peddling,  corruption,  bribery,  etc., 
are  still  major  features  of  Chinese 
society  today,  as  they  were  more  or  less 
in  feudal  times.  Perhaps  Huston  Smith 
was  correct  when  he  observed  in  his 
classic  The  Religions  of  Man  (1958)  that 
“  .  .  .  prophets  have  a  strange  way  of  out¬ 
lasting  politicians  and  even  revolutions. 
Gandhi  will  outlast  Nehru  and  Confucius 
will  outlast  Mao  Tze-tung.  Already  there 
are  intimations  that  the  Confucianism 
that  received  such  rough  treatment 
during  the  early  years  of  the  Commu¬ 
nists  is  making  some  comeback.  Where¬ 
as  in  his  early  writing  Mao  Tze-tung 
blasted  Confucianism  as  semi-feudal,  he 
has  recently  advised  his  countrymen  to 
study  Confucius  as  well  as  Marx  and 
Lenin.  It  is  possible,  therefore,  that 
today  even  Communists  are  pondering 
Confucius’  basic  formula: 

If  there  be  righteousness  in  the  heart, 
there  will  be  beauty  in  the  character. 

If  there  be  beauty  in  the  character, 
there  will  be  harmony  in  the  home. 

If  there  be  harmony  in  the  home,  there 
will  be  order  in  the  nation. 

If  there  be  order  in  the  nation,  there 
will  be  peace  in  the  world.”

The  $ 3,000  License  to  Kill 


TWO  NIGHTS  before  he  was  to  be  married, 
Vincent  Chin  and  three  friends  went  out  to 
celebrate  in  a  Detroit  bar.  During  the  course  of  the 
evening,  a  fight  broke  out  between  Mr.  Chin  and  his 
friends  and  two  white  men.  An  eyewitness  said  that 
Mr.  Chin,  a  Chinese-American,  was  mistaken  for  a 
Japanese,  and  that  hard  times  in  the  motor  city 
have  increased  racial  animosity  toward  Asians  in 
general.  But  whatever  the  cause  of  the  dispute,  no 
one  denies  that  Mr.  Chin  was  beaten  to  death  with  a 
baseball  bat  by  the  two  white  men. 

Both  assailants  were  charged  with  second-degree 
murder,  which  was  reduced  in  a  plea  bargain  to 
manslaughter,  a  crime  that  carries  a  maximum  sen¬ 
tence  of  15  years.  But  neither  man  was  to  spend  a 
single  night  in  jail,  for  Judge  Charles  Kaufman 
freed  them  on  probation  after  each  paid  a  fine  of 
$3,000.  Listen  to  the  judge’s  reasons  for  imposing 
such  a  preposterous  sentence:  “We  are  talking  here 
about  a  man  who  has  held  down  a  responsible  job 
with  the  same  company  for  17  or  18  years,  and  his 
son  who  is  employed  and  is  a  part-time  student 
These  men  are  not  going  to  go  out  and  harm  some¬ 
body  else.  I  just  didn’t  think  that  putting  them  in 
prison  would  do  any  good  for  them  or  for  society. 
You  don’t  make  the  punishment  fit  the  crime;  you 
make  the  punishment  fit  the  criminal." 

One  person  who  wasn’t  surprised  by  this  kind  of 
thinking  was  Wayne  County  prosecutor  William 


Cahalan.  Unfortunately,  he  said,  this  sentence  is  not 
at  all  unusual.  He  cites  three  recent  cases:  a  woman 
was  convicted  of  stabbing  her  lover  to  death,  inflict¬ 
ing  19  knife  wounds.  A  policeman  was  convicted  of 
beating  to  death  a  prisoner  in  his  custody.  A  mer¬ 
chant  admitted  killing  an  8-year-old  after  the  child 
had  stolen  grapes.  In  all  three  cases,  the  killers 
walked  out  of  court  on  probation. 

These  cases  are  strong  evidence  that  two  reforms 
being  considered  by  courts  across  the  country  are 
badly  needed.  The  first  is  the  establishment  of  a  set  of 
victims’  rights.  It  would  have  been  much,  more  diffi¬ 
cult  for  Judge  Kaufman  to  focus  his  concern  exclu¬ 
sively  on  the  killers  in  the  Chin  case  if  the  victim’s 
survivors  had  had  an  opportunity  to  make  a  state¬ 
ment  before  sentencing.  The  second  is  the  adoption  of 
sentencing  guidelines  that  force  judges  to  consider  not 
only  the  record  and  the  prospects  of  the  offender,  but 
also  the  nature  of  the  crime.  Guidelines  used  by 
Maryland  courts,  for  example,  would  have  produced  a 
prison  sentence  in  the  Chin  case  even  if  the  defend¬ 
ants  had  no  prior  criminal  record.  Guidelines  mini¬ 
mize  the  chance  for  sentence  disparity,  clarify  the 
likely  penalties  that  will  be  meted  out  and  mandate 
the  consideration  of  the  broader  interests  of  society  in 
addition  to  the  welfare  of  the  convicted  criminal  Such 
standards  narrow  discretion  but  greatly  reduce  the 
potential  for  quixotic  decisions.  They  would  be  as  use¬ 
ful  in  Michigan  as  they  are  in  Maryland.

Detroit  Asian- Americans 
Protest  Lenient  Penalties 

for  Murder

DETROIT,  April  20  —  When  Vincent 
Chin,  a  Chinese-American,  was  beaten 
to  death  with  a  baseball  bat  last  June 
after  a  fracas  in  a  topless  club,  two  men 
were  quickly  charged  and  prosecuted 
and  the  incident  faded  from  many 
memories. 

But  the  outcome  of  the  prosecution 
was  that  the  two  defendants  were  freed 
on  probation  and  fined  $3,000  each  after 
they  pleaded  guilty  to  a  reduced  charge 
of  manslaughter.  This  led  to  a  rare  out¬ 
cry  here  from  Asian- Americans,  who 
charged  racial  discrimination.  The  de¬ 
fendants  would  have  gone  to  jail,  they 
say,  if  the  victim  had  been  white. 

The  sentence.  In  effect,  offers  “a  li¬ 
cense  to  kill  for  $3,000,  provided  you 
have  a  steady  job  or  are  a  student  and 
the  victim  is  Chinese,”  said  Kin  Yee, 
president  of  the  Detroit  Chinese  Wel¬ 
fare  Council.  He  was  referring  to  the 
backgrounds  of  the  defendants,  which 
were  cited  favorably  by  the  judge  when 
he  handed  down  the  sentences. 

In  the  weeks  since  the  sentences,  the 

small  Asian-American  community  in 
the  Detroit  area,  estimated  at  33,000 
people,  has  formed  anew  civil  rights  or¬ 
ganization,  American  Citizens  for  Jus¬ 
tice,  and  selected  Mr .  Yee  to  head  it. 

Charged  in  the  slaying  were  two 
white  men,  Ronald  Ebens,  a  43-year-old 
auto  worker  from  East  Detroit,  and  his 
stepson,  Michael  Nitz,  23.  They  pleaded 
guilty  of  manslaughter  after  first  being 
charged  with  second-degree  murder  by 
the  office  of  the  Wayne  County  prosecu¬ 
tor,  William  Cahalan. 

The  sentencing  judge,  Charles  Kauf¬ 
man,  chief  judge  of  the  Wayne  County 
Circuit  Court,  vehemently  defends  the 
sentence  he  imposed. 

At  the  time  of  the  sentencing,  Judge 
Kaufman’s  reasons  were  reported  in 
the  following  remarks  attributed  to  him 
by  The  Detroit  Free  Press:  "We’re 
talking  here  about  a  man  who’s  held 
down  a  responsible  job  with  the  same 
company  for  17  or  18  years,  and  his  son 
who  is  employed  and  is  a  part-time  stu¬ 
dent.  These  men  are  not  going  to  go  out 
and  harm  somebody  else.  I  just  didn’t 
think  that  putting  them  in  prison  would 
do  any  good  for  them  or  for  society.  You 
don’t  make  the  punishment  fit  the 
crime;  you  make  the  punishment  fit  the 
criminal.” 

Judge  Kaufman  declined  through  a 
spokesman  to  discuss  the  case  with  a 
reporter. 

Argument  With  2  Patrons 

Mr.  Chin,  a  27-year-old  draftsman  for 
an  engineering  company  in  a  Detroit 
suburb,  was  patronizing  the  Fancy 
Pants  Club  with  three  friends  last  June 
19,  two  days  before  he  was  to  be  mar¬ 
ried,  when  an  argument  broke  out  with 
two  white  men  who  also  were  patrons. 


A  fight  that  started  in  the  club  spilled 
out  into  the  street  and  in  front  of  a 
nearby  hamburger  restaurant.  There, 
according  to  the  testimony  of  an  eyewit¬ 
ness,  Michael  Gardenhire,  an  off-duty 
Highland  Park  police  officer,  Mr.  Chin 
was  struck  repeatedly  in  the  head  with 
a  baseball  bat  by  Mr.  Ebens,  accompa¬ 
nied  by  Mr.  Nitz.  Mr.  Chin  died  four 
days  later  in  a  Detroit  hospital. 

Liza  Chin,  an  attorney  for  Mr.  Chin’s 
supporters,  met  this  week  with  the 

prosecutor,  Mr.  Cahalan,  on  a  request 
to  have  the  sentence  vacated  and  a  new 
sentence  declared.  She  said  Judge 
Kaufman  had  rendered  his  decision 
based  on  "material  errors  of  fact”  in 
the  information  he  considered,  includ¬ 
ing  the  question  of  how  the  fight  began. 

At  the  club,  in  Highland  Park,  a  blue- 
collar  enclave  of  Detroit,  Boyce  Max¬ 
well,  the  owner,  and  Eddie  Hollis,  the 
doorman  who  intervened  to  break  up 
the  fight  on  the  night  of  the  slaying,  said 
in  interviews  that  no  law-enforcement 
officials  had  come  to  the  club  to  ques¬ 
tion  employees  or  investigate  the  case. 

Mr.  Hollis  said  the  fight  apparently 
started  when  the  two  men  “started  get¬ 
ting  on  Chin  about  his  race.” 

Mr.  Maxwell  said  he  believed  the  kill¬ 
ing  was  the  result  of  ill  feeling  against 
Asians  that  he  saw  as  endemic  in  De¬ 
troit  because  of  the  losses  the  industry 
was  taking  from  imported  cars. 

“We  got  16  percent  unemployment  in 
town,”  he  said.  “There’s  lots  of  hard 
feelings.  In  my  opinion,  these  people 
come  in,  they  see  a  man,  supposedly 
Japanese.  They  look  at  this  guv,and  see 
Japan  —  ‘the  reason  all  my  buddies  are 
out  of  work.’  ” 

The  case  has  stirred  some  questions 
about  the  administration  of  criminal 
justice  in  Wayne  County.  No  represent¬ 
ative  of  the  prosecutor’s  office  was 
present  in  court  at  the  time  of  sentenc¬ 
ing,  for  example,  and  Miss  Chan  con¬ 
tends  that  if  Mr.  Chin’s  interests  had 
been  represented  there  the  outcome 
might  have  been  different. 

Michigan  law  does  not  require  a 
prosecutor’s  presence.  A  spokesman 
for  Mr.  Cahalan,  Charles  Marr,  said 
hard-pressed  Wayne  County  lacked  the 
manpower  to  do  so. 

Earlier  this  month,  however,  Mr. 
Cahalan’s  office  announced  a  change  of 
policy  barring  future  reductions  of  sec¬ 
ond-degree  murder  charges  to  mam- 
slaughter  and  thus  elgibility  for  proba¬ 
tion,  as  happened  in  the  Chin  case. 
Charles  Marr,  a  spokesman  for  Mr. 
Cahalan,  said  the  change  was  not  re¬ 
lated  to  Mr.  Chin's  slaying.

A  three  thousand 
dollars  fine  can  hardly  do  justice  to  such  a  savage  crime 
of  beating  an  innocent  man  to  death.  A  person  who  has  a 
steady  joh  has  less,  not  more  excuse  to  commit  a  violent 
crime  than  one  who  is  unemployed  and  desperate.  We  would 
have  a  truly  lawless  society  should  anyone  with  a  steady 
job  be  immune  from  the  jail  sentence  in  his  first  killing.
